Hummell of Howe & Hum- 
mell, who was counsel for Mrs. Thaw and 
also for Stanford White, was consulted by 
the architect regarding the letters. In them

Mrs. Nesbit-Holman complaing bitterly of 
the conduct of Harry K. Thaw towards her 
not his wife, and implores Mr. 
White to do allin his power to bring her back 
to her mother’s control. 


Calls Thaw a Scoundrel. 

In the letters Mrs. Holman refers to Thaw 
WW a scoundrel, a villain, and a man with 
nurderous intent in his heart. She telis of 
an interview she had with Thaw while they 
were in Paris, and declares that Thaw want- 
et her, Mrs. Holman, to sign an affidavit to 
the effect that he, Thaw, had never intended 
tomake Evelyn his wife. 

*It appears that Thaw became aware of 
th: fact that White had been appealed to by 
Mis. Nesbit. now Mrs. Holman, and that the 
architect knew of the quarrels between Thaw 
ant his present wife; also that Evelyn had 
toh her stepfather that she was not mar- 
riel to Harry Thaw at the time they arrived 
fren’ Europe and were driven out of the 
Hotel Cumberland. 


Thaw Fears White’s tnowisies. 

Thaw at that time had given a statement 
which was afterwards corroborated from 
Pittsburg that he and Evelyn had been mar- 
ried while in Europe. 

Thaw knew that; White was the only per- 
son not of his family who knew that this 
statement was false, and that Thaw did not 
marry his present wife until months later in 
Pittsburg. 

Just what disposition is to be made of these 
letiers is not known at present. The letters 
are kept in a safe, and it may be that fhey 
will be produced if Thaw should ever be 
placed on trial for murder and Mra. Holman 
should become @ Witness. 


Wants Mrs. Holman as Witness. 

District Attorney Jerome is anxious that 
Mrs. Holman came to New York #6 that she 
may be served with a subpcena to appear at 
the trial. If she does she will be cross ex- 
amined most severely and questioned as how, 
among other things, she came to apply to 
White for financial aid. 

Among the papers left by White are also 
a number of letters written to Mr. Holman, 
husband of Mrs. Harry Thaw's mother. It 
would appear that he, too, knew all about 
the relations between Harry Thaw and 
Evelyn Nesbit. In all these letters Mrs. 
Thaw is referred to as“ Florence.” She was 
called thus before she went on the stage 
and later on her friends came to call her 
Evelyn. But to Stanford White she was 
Florence. 


Signs Paper for Thaw. 

Among the first letters, and one which ig 
considered of the utmost importance, is one 
written by Mrs. Nesbit to Mr. White. It is 
undated, but was penned after Mrs. Nesbit 
had returned from abroad, where she had 
been abandoned by Harry Thaw and Evelyn, 
who at that time was not his wife. The let- 
ter was headed simply ‘* Friday,’’ but evi- 
dently was written in 1903. It is as follows: 

Dr. Mr. White: Your letter received. Wil 
send Florence's letter as you desired. When we 
first went to Paris and met Thaw he and Florence 
quarreled cpntinually. We were—at least I was 
indeed miserable. I expected each day to hear 
her say we would return to America. Thaw came 
to me and asked me to sign a paper. The articie 
was that he did not intend to marry Florence. I 
thought as she hated him so I was doing the right 
thing. I do hope something can be done to save 
her from him: He does not intend to marry her. 
I would rather see her dead. I only hope when 
she hears about the paper that her pride will at 
least save her. E. F. NESBIT. 


Has Trouble with Evelyn. 

It appears that in the latter part of 1908 
Mrs. Nesbit had considerable trouble with 
her datighter. Mr. White knew Evelyn at 
that time, and he was said also to have con- 
tributed at that time to the support of How- 
ard Ne&bit, a brother of the present Mrs. 
Harry Thaw. On Nov. 15, 1908, Mrs. Nesbit 
wrote the following letter to White im this 
city: 

Dear Mr. White: Howard wrote Florence that the 
doctor here prescribed an electric battery at once 
for my arms. She was so inhuman as to answer 
that she would do nothing until I gave the order for 
the furniture. Ido not wantit. All l wanted when 
I went to you was to save it from Thaw, as I was 
told he intended to destroy it. I hope to be able to 
come and get what few things I possess, as I sup- 
pose she would throw away all my belongings. I 
will send to you her most inhuman letter. She 
should be told my lost health is due to her brutal 
treatment. E. F. NESBIT. 


White “Angel” for Nesbits. 

Evidently Mr. White was the “ angel ”’ for 
the Nesbits. He supplied them with flowers 
and candy and even paid their hotel bilis. 
Among the letters White showed to Mr. 
Hummel there is one writen by Mrs. Nesbit, 
probably in 1904, reading as follows: 

Dear Mr. White: The flowers and candy came 
just in time for the party and Howard was de- 
We both thank you much. I hear Fior- 

New York. Do you know where she 
I do wish you would let me punish 
I do not think it right he should be 
allowed to have control of her. He does not allow 
her to write to Howard or me. Howard has writ- 
ten her many times. She never answers any of his 
letters. She is most ungrateful. Please do teli 
me what to do. I received the postoffice order and 
thank you much. I hope you are well and that I 
may hear from you soon. E. F. NESBIT. 


Evelyn’s Mother Annoyed. 

At one time Thaw went with the girl to 
Pittsburg. Mrs. Nesbit at that time was not 
in Pittsburg, but Mr. Holman, to whom she 
was engaged to be married, then informed 
her of her daughter's presence in that town. 
It appears that the mother was much an- 
noyed because of reports that had reached 
her, and she had written to Mr. White. The

AUTOS FIND THREE VICTIMS. 


Dr. Ira Frank May Die as Result ’ 


of Crash Near Metropole. 


SECOND MISHAP HURTS TWO. 


Couple Driving in Buggy When Speed- 
ing Car Strikes Them. 


Two automobile collisions with other vehi- 
cles were reported in the city last night. 
Three persons were hurt as a result of the 
two accidents, one of them being perhaps 
fatally injured. 

The victim of this more serious crash was 
an occupant of the automobile Itself. He is 
one of the prominent younger physicians of 
the south division. 

In the other case the victims were occu- 
Pants of a buggy which was struck from 
behind by a speeding motor car. 


The Victims. 

FRANK, DR. IRA, 4714 Grand boulevard, mem- 
ber attending staff of Michael Reese hospital, in- 
jured, perhaps fatally, when automobile tn which 
he was riding collided with delivery wagon at 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-third streeet. 

GROSSMAN, FRED, 6250 Maple avenue, 8t. 
Louis; slightly bruised about body in collision 
between automobile and buggy at Diversey 
boulevard and Sheridan drive. 

WHITE, MISS FLORENCE, 20 years old, %4 
Lincoin place, back sprained, cut and bruised 
about shouldera, and may be hurt internally, as 
result of automobile and buggy collision, Diversey 
boulevard and Sheridan drive. 

Crash Near Metropole Hotel. 

The accident in which Dr. Frank was hurt 
occurred late in the afternoon. With Dr. Frank 
at the time was Dr. D. N. Eisendrath, 4840 
Woodlawn avenue. The collision occurred in 
Twenty-third street in front of the Metropole 
hotel. 

Three of Dr. Frank's ribs were broken 
on the left side over the heart and he is 
suffering from shock and possible internal 
injuries. It is feared by the attending physi- 


clans at the Metropole, where he was taken, 


that he may not recover. Dr. Eisendrath, 
who was driving the automobile, escaped 
with a few scratches and torn clothes. 

Dr. Frank and Dr. Eisendrath have their 
downtown offices at 108 State street. They 
started for thelr south side residences to- 
gether at 4:25 p. m. 

Turns Into Twenty-third Street. 

It was 4:40 o’clock when they approached 
the Metropole, traveling south in Michigan 
avenue. Dr. Bisendrath noticed that the 
street wae torn up for a stretch south of the 
hotel because of repairs in progress, and for 
that reason turned the machine into Twenty- 
third street In order to continue the trip on 
Wabash avenue, one block west. 

“Where are you going?” exclaimed Dr. 
Frank, who did not notice the condition cf 
the street ahead. 

Dr. Bisendrath’s attention was thus dis- 
tracted for a moment, and he was compelled 
quickly to dodge a Parmelee bus in the cross 
street. In this way he came face to face 
with a delivery wagon belonging to Peter 
Pox & Son, 190 South Water street. Accord- 
ing to the doctor’s story the wagon was 
slightly to the left of the middle of the street. 
Bert Fox, 2512 Prairie avenue, was driving. 


Tires Slip on Wet Pavement. 

“Look out!’’ cried Dr. Hisendrath to Dr. 
Frank as he tugged at the steering wheel. 
The street had been freshly sprinkled and 
was slippery. The tires could not grip the 
smooth asphalt, and the machine with the 
two men “ skidded”’ to the middie of the 
street, striking the horse attached to the 
wagon. 

One of the shafts struck Dr. Frank in the 
breast, hurling him to the pavement. The 
top was torn from the machine, a light run- 
about, and the horse was thrown partly into 
the auto. Fox, the driver, was thrown to 
the street, but was not Injured. The horse 
was injured akout the legs. 

“T did the best I could,” exclaimed Dr. 
Eisendtath, despairingly, as he sat helpless 
in a tangle of bent levers and wreckage. 


Several Persons See Collision. 

The accident was witnessed by Charles E. 
Mason, 2258 Wabash avenue; James McClan- 
nand, 2450 South Park avenue; and N. Mauss, 
147 Aberdeen street, the driver for the Parme- 
lee company. Several guests and employés 
of the hotel were also on the sidewalk at the 
time. 

Masom and McClannand picked up Dr. 
Frank, who was scarcely breathing, and 
carried him into the hotel. A suite on the 
gecond floor was turned into a temporary 
hospital and Dr. EB. Wyllys Andrews, 2525 
Prairie avenue, and half a dozen nurses from 
the Michael Reese hospita] were summoned. 
Dr. Jacob Frank, 100 State street, an uncle 
of the injured physician, and George Frank, 
his father, and other relatives were called to 
the bedside. 

‘““T believe that the automobile was going 
about seven miles an hour,’’ said Bert Fox. 
‘The brake was not set on the automobile 
when I examined it after the collision.” 

Dr. Frank is 28 years old and unmarried. 
His position at the Michael Reese hospital 
i# that of attending physician in eye, ear, 
nose, and throat diseases. Dr. Kisendrath, 
his colleague, is older and is attending pa- 
thologist at the hospital. 


Chauffeur Gives No Warning. 

The north side accident occurred at 8 p. 
m. Miss White and Goodman were driving 
south in Sheridan road, according to infor- 
mation obtained by the police, when an 
automobile driven by. Peter England ap- 
proached unobserved behind them. It was 
declared at the White residence after Miss 
White had been taken there that England 
gave no warning of his approach. When 
the machine collided with the buggy the 
occupants were thrown forward into the 
street. England brought the machine to a 
quick stop and sought to give the victims 
assistance. Goodman, who was but slightly 
hurt, recovered himself and observed that 
Miss White .was unconscious. She was 
picked up, put into the automobile and taken 
home. She regained her senses on the way, 
but is said to have been in an almost help- 
less condition when her home was reached. 
Dr. A. J. Ochsner attended her.

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DOUMA DEAD: 
TROOPS RULE, 


Czar Dissolves the Nation’s 
First Parliament: Ukase 
Calls for a New Body, 


MARTIAL LAW DECLARED, 


Trepoff Put in Command of Sol- 
diers Massed in Capital; Tre- 
mendous Outbreak Certain. 


MEMBERS TO DEFY EMPEROR? 


Assembly Calls Meeting to Decide 
Whether They Will Submit to Im- 
perial Will or Die Fighting. 


SOCIALISTS SEND GALL TO ARMS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 22, 4a. m.— 
Emperor Nicholas has ordered the dissolution 
of parliament, the convocation of a new par- 
Hament in six months, and has placed St. 
Petersburg under martial] law. 

These momentous decisions were an- 
nounced at Peterhof at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing after a conference that lasted all day 
yesterday and still is in session. 

The imperial ukase dissolving parliament 
was promulgated first. It fixes the date for 
the comvocation of the new parliament as 
March 5, 1907, and declares the conditions 
under which it is to be elected will be defined 
later. 

This ukase was followed within a few min- 
utes by another placing St. Petersburg and 
the surrounding province of Kief under a 
mild form of military rule, “a state of ex- 
traordinary security ” against the tremen- 
dous outburst of excitement it is realized the 
dissolution of the douma will provoke. 


Dictatorship the Next Step. 

Thus came to an ignominious end Russia's 
first experiment in parliamentary governor- 
ship. By a stroke of his pen Emperor Nicho- 
las has plunged Russia back into the gloom 
of two years ago, before the birth of the 
douma, and the full grip of autocracy and 
irresponsible government. 

Now it is but a step to a dictatorship. It 
is less than a step, on the other hand, to that 
tremendous revolution which so long has 
menaced Russia. 

Already the czar’s decision has had one 
significant sequel. The constitutional demo- 
cratic caucus has called'a meeting for to- 
day to decide whether the douma, like the 
French third estate, shall continue existence 
as a revolting body in deflance of the sover- 
eign'’s will. 

The next forty-eight hours will be in all 
probability the most momentous in Russian 
history. There are no precedents in this 
country for the execution of an order of 
prorogation, but Monday, it is believed, will

troops, and the surrounding streets held by 
the emperor's guards. 
Where Will Storm Break? 

There is only one uncertainty about the 
coming storm, when and where it will break. 

The advocates of the “ mailed fist ’’ believe 
that by dissolving parliament an. provoking 
a collision now they will find the revolution- 
ary leader not prepared for an uprising as 
at Moscow, whereas further delay would 
nearly give the revolutionists the time needed 
to organize and to continue corruption of the 
army.

The 
government realized the fact that the procla- 
mation of the ukage dissolving parliament 
would be the signal for a tremendous out- 
burst of excitement, marked by riots and 
bloodshed if nothing worse. 

Government Realizes 

All this was considered at a final momen- 
tous confgrence held at Peterhof yesterday 
and still in session early today, Exactly who 
were called into this conference cannot be 
‘learned at present, but it is understood that 
the grand dukes, Gen. Trepoff, court officials, 
and the most loyal of the czar’s ministersare 


at the palace. 
The caar presided In person at the confer- 
ence. It is learned on excellent authority 


that the court party implacably insisted on 
the dissolution of parliament and brought all 
the pressure of which it is capable to bear 
upon the czar, From the same source it is 
learned that some of the czar’s ministers, in 
view of the almost certain tragic conée- 
quences of such action, counseled delay. | 

That the final gecision was not reached 
without deliberate calculation of its effect is 
evidenced by the fact that the ukase was not 
promulgated until after ght. 

Hold Ukase Till Trepoff’s Ready. 

The delay was cauéed in part, it is believed, 
by the necessity of completing the most 
elaborate military precautions imperatively 
demanded by the crisis which the ukase pre- 
cipitates. 

That bloodshed on an unparalleled seale 
with a dictatorship in the background will 
be the inevitable sequel of the dissolution 
of parliament is conceded. Supporters of the 
dissolution claim that the emperor must take 
the risk, arguing that new electione may give 
different results, and, In any event, that it is 
better to fight than to abjectly surrender to 
the revolutionary parliament. 

Already St. Petersburg, Moscow, and other 
large centers are thronged with troops and 
represent cities in a state of siege. In addi- 
tion to the guard regiments, which were hur- 
riedly marched into the capital Thursday 
night, the entire Twenty-third division of 
infantry arrived here yesterday afternoon 
from Pskov. For days regiments of cavalry 
with baggage trains have been pouring into 
the capital. The imperial residences and the 
residences of all the ministers are cordoned 
by troops, while machine guns cover every 
point where trouble might be expected. 


‘Tron Hand’ Uplifted to Strike. 

Gen. Trepoff, “ the czar’s fron hand,” will 
be the chief actor in the tragedy which is 
realized to be inevitable. Never before have 
the citizens of the capital been confronted 
with a more awe inspiring display of phys- 
ical force. 

In spite of the ominous massing of troops 
in the capital an@ the knowledge that the 
foes of parliament have the ear of the em- 
peror, the constitutional democrats who 
held a caucus last night tried to put a brave 
face on the matter and express renewed con- 
fidence that the emperor would definitely 
revoke the decision taken by him on Thurs- 
day to dissolve parliament.

Elaborate Preparations Made for Re- 
Reaches Brasil Thursday and Will 
Occupy Palace—Many Topics of Im- 
portance to American Countries to 
Be Discussed—Welding of Closer 
Relation Is Object of Great Meet- 


RIO JANEIRO, Brazil, July 21.—Elabodrate 
preparations are being made here for the re- 
ception of Secretary Root, who-is expected 
to arrive here July 26 to. attend the third 
Pan-American conference. 

Several thousands of Brazilian students 
will lead the demonstration in honor of the 
American secretary of state. The presi- 
dent’s palace in Petropolis, the summer cap- 
ital in the mountains near Rio Janeiro, will 
be at Mr. Root’s disposal. 

The steamship Byron, having on board the 
United States delegate to the congress, which 
sailed from Né@w York July 1. arrived today. 
The delegation is headed by William I. Buch- 
anan, formerly minister to Panama and Ar- 
gentine Republic. Other members of the del- 
egation are: Edmund J. James. LL. D., 
president of the University of Illinois; Leo 
8S. Rowe, LL. D., professor of political econ- 
omy at the University of Pennsylvania; Tu- 
lio Larrinaga, civil engineer, resident com- 
missioner of Porto Rico tothe United States; 
James S. Harlan, lawyer, Chicago, son of 
Associate Justice John M. Harlan of the 
United States Supreme court. They were re- 
ceived officially on their arrival. 


Conference Opens Tomorrow. 

The third international American copfer- 
ence, which will be called to order in this city 
on Monday, is one of a great trilogy,of Amer- 
ican family gatherings during the close of the 
last and the beginning of the present cen- 
turies destined, in the opinion of publicists, 
to have a most important bearing on the 
future of the nations of the western hemi- 
sphere. 

A strong effort is to be made to bri ng about 
unanimous action of the American republics 
to, agree to settle by arbitration all future 
digputes arising between them, and to en- 
deavor to have the approaching Hague con- 
ference apply this principle generally to the 
nations of the world. 

An almost impossible task is to be set fora 
committee of jurists of high repute, who are 
charged with the duty of drafting ‘‘ a code of 
public international law and private interna- 
tional law,’’ for this is by no means an exact 
science at the present moment, and the great- 
est variance exists between the different 
schools of international lawyers. 


Development of Trade a Topic. 


Development of commercial intercourse be- 
tween the American republics engaged the 
attention of the first and second conference, 
and was left as a legacy to this meeting. It 
will endeavor to increase rapid communica- 
tion by additional cable and telegraph lines 
and fast mail lines; new commercial treaties 
are to be proposed, and commercial and indus- 
trial statistics are to be freely exchanged. 

Nearly all of tue republics will be’ repre- 
sented by their ministers to the United States 
and leading publicists.

The battle of Robert Tomae to save his 
daughter went on for fifteen minutes in the 
sight of 500, who were powerless to aid. The 
girl, in company with Howard Washington, 
a 12 year old boy, was bathing on the first 
line of breakers. The father stood nearby. 
A huge wave broke over the group, and a 
moment later a cry came from Miss Tomae. 
She had been carried beyond her depth by the 
strong undertow. Young Washington added 
his crtes to hers and her father piunged into 
the surf amd made towards his daughter, who 
was bravely battling for her life. . 

After tremendous exertion Mr. Tomae suc- 
ceeded in breasting the breakers and reach- 
ing tne girl. He seized her in his arms, but 
the effort had exhausted him, however, and 
immediately the drowning girl and father 
sank from view. Tomae made another des- 
perate effort and reached the surface. He 
kept afloat for several: minutes, shouting 
loudly for aid. Cottagers back from the 
beach heard his voice and rushed to the sands 
while scores crowded down from the board 
walk. Half a dozen men, some wearing their 
street clothes, plunged into the surf, but their 
efforts.to reach the pair werein vain. 


One Hero Battles in Vain. 

The news of the plight of the bathers 
reached Life Guards Clark and Morales, who 
were a square and a half above and below 
the scene of the tragedy. Both plunged into 
the surf witha buoy. The guards, however, 
failed to make any headway. 

At th’s juncture Willlam A. Lux, employed 
es a cook in one of the tents, clad in his under- 
shirt and trougers, rushed into the water, 
ee.zed the buoy from the guerds, and plunged 
forward. He was handicapped, however, by 
the fact that the line heid by one of the life 
guards became entangled between his legs. 
The buoy suddenly was jerked from his arms, 
but the brave swimmer kept on through the 
heavy sea. By this time, however, both 
Tomae and the girl had vanished. Lux was 
now in d-fficulty. He floated for severa! min- 
utes, regained his breath and strength, and 
by exercising great skill and presence of 
mind, recched Clark, who still remained in 
safety, well within the breakers. Lux then 
reached the sand in safety. 

The alarm had been carried to the crew of 
the lifeboat. Two guards manned the boat, 
rowed against an ebb tide and a heavy wind 
to the scene, and found Tomae floating face 
downward. The body of Helen could not be 
seen. 

Tomae was brought ashore, where two doc- 
tors worked over him for more than an hour. 
At times there was a flutter of breath, but 
in the end the galvanic battery and other 
tests showed that life was extinct. The 
body of Helen was washed astore later. 

Would-Be Rescuer Drowns. 

When the excitement was at its height a boy 
ran jo a policeman and told him his chum, 
Cc. W. Sharpless, had gone out into the surf 
tu try to save Tomae and had been drowned, 
Inquiry by the police convinces them of the 


truth of the boy’s story. 

The body of Walter M. Whitlock was found 
about the same time as the other drownings. 
Whitlock was a sufferer from tuberculosis, 
and a hemorrhage doubtless immediately had 
preceded his death. 


NINE DIE WHEN SHIPS CRASH. 


Members of Party Going to Inspect

Jost their lives in the harbor of Vancouver

CHICAGO’S FIRST CABLE TRAIN.

Advent of Rapid Transit Marked by 
Trip of Seven Special Cars in 
State Street. 


(BY A REPORTER WHO “ COVERED” THE 
FIRST CABLE TRAIN TRIP IN CHICAGO, 
TWENTY-FOUR YEARS AGO.) 

The first trip of a cable train in Chicago was 
made Saturday afternoon, Jan. 28, 1882, and 
it was an occasion of great importance, as 
marking the advent of “ rapid transit’ in 
this city, and the passing of the antiquated 
horse drawn vehicle which the town. had 
long outgrown. 

Invitations had been issued by President 
Charies B. Holmes to the city and county offi- 
cials, a number of prominent citizens, and 
representatives of the press to accompany 
him on the first trip, and every one who was 
invited was present. 

The train, seven cars, 
*‘grips,’’ was first drawn 
horses, and the odd looking “grips” oc- 
casioned a great deal of comment. The 
cable itself had been running for severa! 
hours intermittently to try it and the pulleys. 
The slot and what was underneath were ob- 
jects of great curiosity and hundreds were 
seen peering down the crevice all along the 
line. Bach of the cars on the train bore a 
banner containing the words, ‘‘ Private car,"' 
and flags were displayed on the grips. At 
State and Madison streets the horses were 
unhitched, and the guests of the company 
clambered into the cars. 

One of the grip cars was detached and it 
spurted ahead to Monroe street. There It 
stopped and took on board the Lyon & Healy 
band. It waited till Mr. Holmes, back on 
the train, gave the signal, and then, with 
the band playing, it proceeded south, acting 
as a pilot and keeping about 200 feet ahead 
of the train. 

The start was made at 2:14 o'clock, when 
the ‘‘ engineer,”’ as he was then called, moved 
the lever at Mr. Holmes’ clang of the gong. 
Ahead of the pilot car rode Lieut. “ Jack” 
Shea and a body of mounted policemen. The 
crowd set up a cheer at the start of the train, 
and this was kept up half the way to the 
power house. The walks were black with 
spectators, and out of the windows on each 
side leaned thousands more. 

Besides Mr. Holmes there were on the train 
Mr. Hovey and F. A. Fox, who had come on 
from San Francisco to aid Mr. Holmes in 
getting the road under way. The speed at 
which the train went was amazing to pas- 
sengers and spectators, who looked at one 
another in wonder. The remark most fre- 
quently heard was: “ Well, this beats the 
horses.” : 

The jerky movement of the cars and the 
severe jolts at stopping and starting were 
attributed to the newness of the cars and 
the cable itself” The latter and the clutch 
were understood by few and had to be ac- 
cepted like other mysteries. 

The trip to the power house at Twenty- 
frst street was made intwenty-one minutes, 
which was then thought good time, consider- 
ing the frequent stops and the heavy train. 

In the power house 4 platform and chairs 
had been arranged, and when the guests 
inspected the machinery it was stopped

The events of the day came as a climax to 
an experience such as seldom falls to a 
man’s lot.

Found Unconscious in Street. 

In former years Sage was one of the fore- 
most men of his profession. He was identi- 
fied with important undertakings in every 
part of the United States, and, as a result, 
although he lived in Hartford, Conn., he spent 
much time traveling. 

Early in his career he had received an in- 
jury to his head and a tumor was produced 
which subjected him, in hot weather espe- 
cially, to sudden spells of unconsciousness. 
Sage was in Chicago in August, 1901, en 
route from Phoenix, Ariz., to his home in 
Connecticut, when one of these spells came 
upon- him. 

When he returned to consciousness he 
found himself in the detention hospital. Real- 
izing what had happened, he attempted to 
explain and tocommunicate with his friends 
in the city, but before he could take steps to 
prevent it he was committed to the Elgin 
asylum. 

Then began his efforts to communicate with 
his relatives and one memorable escape. 


Tells of Previous Escape. 
was four years ago last month,” he 
said. “‘I got away and came as far as Ham- 
mond. Here, thinking that I was safe. I 
stayed for a few days with Judge Heinbroff 
of the e¢ity court and Mr. Smith, who inter- 
ested themselves in me—I am a thirty-second 
degree mason, you know—and then went to 
Chicago to cash a @raft which I had received 
from my banker. 

‘As I was walking !n Dearborn street I 
saw an officer of the detention hospital who 
recognized me, and that was the end of my 
freedom. I was taken back, without. any 
chance to communicate with my friends, and 
from that day until last Wednesday, when 
I escaped again, it has been one long night- 
mare.”’ 

On Wednesday afternoon the inmates of 
three wards of the asylum were taken to 
see a ball game on a field back of the build- 
ing. The number of guards was smaller 
thain usual and Sage managed to slip away 
into a neighboring patch of woods. From 
there he made his way to a railroad track 
and went south along the Fox river, turn- 
ing east near St. Charles and reaching Aus- 
tin in an exhausted condition Friday even- 
ing. The Austin fire department gave him 
a bed and in the morning he came to Chi- 


cago. 
Says Sane Men Are Detained. 

‘There are hundreds of men at Elgin in 
the same situation that I was in,”’ he said, 
“residents and taxpayers of nearly every 
state in the union who can’t get word to 
their relatives or friends.” 

The family left in uncertainty by Sage’s 
disappearance includes two sons in New York 
City, a son in Plainfield, N. J., a son and 
two daughters in Hartford, and a daughter 
and two sisters in New London, Conn. 

The assistant superintendent of the asy- 
lum, when interviewed by long distance tele- 
phone in the evening said: 

“T-know very little about Sage. He came 
here about four years ago, I think. Yes, I 
believe he did send letters to friends in the 
east when he first came, but if he got any 
replies they weren't very friendly. We have 
made little effort to find him, for we have 
had no clews as to his whereabouts.” 


FIRE KILLS EIGHTEEN HORSES. 


Express Barn of 0. V. Hanson at La 
Grange Is Burned Early This 
Morning—Loss $20,000. 


The express barn of O. V. Hanson at La 
Grange was burned early this morning; in- 
cinerating eighteen horses. Of the animals 
housed in the ‘barn only one was saved. 
The fire started at 12:30 o'clock. The total 


loss is $20,000, st ie 
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clared was to be made within a fortnight. 
At the Harrison street police station, where 
there are none but common bluecoats, twen- 
ty arrests were recorded, although the sta- 
tion is served by only half as many men as 
are detailed at the detective bureau. 

These men must do all of the routine work 
of patrolmen. They must guard the cross- 
ings, attend at dance halls, and collect and 
supervise the issue of saloon licenses, besides 
making arrests. The members of the detec- 
tive bureau have no such routine work to do. 

Six arrests were made by the half dozen 
men detailed at Chief Collins’ office, showing 
the advantage of having the detectives work 
near a chief who watches their work and de- 
mands energy. The few patrolmen detailed 
under Capt. Gibbons, across the hall from 
the detective bureau, besides taking care of 
all of the routine duty attending on guard- 
ing the streets within the loop, found time to 
make five arrests. 


Just an Ordinary Day’s Work. 

That the day’s work of the detecttve bureau 
was nothing out of the ordinary—for the 
bureau—is shown by a glance at the arrest 
book for the previous day. On Friday three 
arrests were made by the bureau at a cost 
to the city of. $100 each. One of the arrests 
was a warrant case, commonly known among 
the police as an ‘‘errand boy’s stunt,’ as 
there is no police work attached to serving a 
warrant on a person whose whereabouts are 
known. 

Nothing occurred to break the monotony 
of a quiet day except the arrival of Mc- 
Carthy with his prisoner. The man was 
‘* booked ’’ and taken to the Harrieon street 
police station, then Lieut. Rohan went home, 
at 4p. m. At 6:30 p. m. the detectives who 
had gone to the ball game, those who hed 
gone to the theaters, and those who had 
spent the afternoon in saloons returned to 
the city hall, reported that. they had met 
with no adventures during the day, and 
answered ‘‘ Here!” when Lieut.

“A police officer is a public servant. s1e 
is paid by the city for protecting the lives 
and property of citizens and upholding the 
lawe to the-best of his ability. This does 
net allow his deviation from natural laws 
of common politeness and decency. 

“The officer who uses bad language or 
conducts himself in a disrespectful and un- 
satisfactory marner, thus displaying his im- 
patience and lack of training, is utterly un- 
fit for his position. 

“TTnder no condition whatever should he 
use foul or abusive language. and the hum:li- 
ation of a citizen is uncalled for, unless where 
the officer does not understand his business. 

‘“ Alb such cases should be brought before 
the civil service commission.”

During the team- 
esters’ strike he was arrested three times under 
different names, and frequently since has

Wherever Shea went, Jonas accompanied 
him. always sticking closely by the side of 
the teamsters’ leader, ready to ward off any 
attack which might be made by Shea's many 
enemies in the union. 

It was brought out in the testimony at the 
inquest over Woeckel that Jonas has been 
employed since the great strike by the Gro- 
eery and Market Drivers’ union. Officially 
he has been known as an “ organizer” for 
the local, although it was hinted the “‘ peace- 
fully ’’ persuasive methods usually supposed 
to be employed by labor organizers were not 
adhered to im his case.

YATES MEN BLAME PEASE, 


SHERIFF SUSPECTED OF ENTER- 
ING DEAL WITH CULLOM. 


Belief Prevails That He Will Try te 
Deliver Lake View to the Federal 
Columna—Lorimer Issues Thousands 
of Letters Defending His Action 
on the Packers’ Bill in Congress—

Richard Yates and his supporters are con- 
vinced that James Pease has made a deal 
with Senator Shelby M. Cullom for the deliv- 
ery of Lake View into the federal column.

WAS’ AIDS ‘WANTS 10 BE 


THEY MEET AT SAME | PLATFORM 
AND LAMBAST TWO ‘ARLE’S.’ 


Former Governor Yates and Ex-~-Sen- 
etor Masen Attack Hopkins and 
Cullom in «a Superheated Hall in 
Lorimer’s Ward—Dish of Complica- 
tions Runs Whole Gamut of Poli- 
tics and Is Served Hot Enough te 
Keep Listeners Attentive. 


A man who has been United States senator 
and a man who wants to be United States 
senator met last night on the same platform 
and lambasted two other men who are 
United States senators and a congressman 
who helped to make them United States sen- 
ators, in the home district of that congress- 
man. 

And the man who wants to be United States 
senator had helped to unseat the man who 
was United States senator and in hie place 
he had helped to put one of the present 
United States senators whom both the “‘ man 
who wants to be” and the “ man who was ’”’ 
lambasted last night. 

And the man who presided at the meeting 
was a delegate to the convention which took 
from the man who wants to be United States 
senator the office which he then had, which 
was that of governor, and gave it to another 
man. 

And the man in his shirt sleeves wearing 
a red tie who led the cheering for the man 
who wants to be United States senator was 
a state officeholdéer whose job was taken 
from him by the man nominated by the con- 
vention which took from the “man who 
wants to be” the office which he then had, 
which was that of governor. 

The congressman who was lambasted 
with the two present United States senators 
had worked with the ‘“‘man who wants to 
be ” to defeat the “‘ man who was,’ and now 
is working to defeat the “‘man who wants 
to be.”’ 

Runs Whole Gamut of Politics. 
About the whole scale of politics was run 
last night when former Gov. Richard Yates ' 
and former United States Senator William E. 
Mason met in Congressman Lorimer’s ward 
as laborers in the same cause and attacked 


had made senator in place of Mason. 

This dish of complications, spiced with the 
dead, buried, revived, resurrected, and still 
fighting ambitions of a group of state poli- 
ticlans, was served piping hot to a crowd of 
Lorimer’s own political neighbors in Dewey 
hall, Twelfth street and Fortieth avenue, in 
the Thirty-fourth ward. 

Hot! It was steaming hot. No one who 
has not attended a political meeting in the 
last six days knows how hot politics can be 
served in a close hall with the avenues of 
ventilation closed by coatlese men. Yet the 
men were there to take it. They sat through 
more than two hours of it, and made them- 
selves still hotter by cheering. 

They were Lorimer's political neighbors 
and chiefly they seemed to be his political 
enemies. Probably a reservation is attached 
to the injunction to love your neighbor as 
yourself. Only one who did not claim the 
advantage of the reservation was in the hall. 
He shot a question at Mr. Mason during the 
former senator’s speech. It was intended to 
be embarrassing. Mr. Mason had been touch- 
ing some of the high spots in Lorimer’s career 
and referred to his conference with the pack- 
ers during the consideration of the meat bill. 

While Mason was speaking Yates sat ina 
chair on the floor near one of the windows to 
get the benefit of any enterprising gust of 
air which might venture to crawl inside. 
The air had to be especially enterprising, be- 
cause it had to get past the body of Rudolph 
Patterson, ex-assistant food commissioner, 
whose loyalty to the former governor has 
not diminished since he also became an ex, 
Rudolph was the aforesaid person in the rea 
tie who led the cheering. 


Numerous Exsin Attendance. 

If a gust of air, having been enterprising 
enough to get past Rudolph still retained 
enough ambition to journey far into the 
room, traveling in a direct line it would have 
struck ex-Postmaster Fred E. Coyne, a vic- 
tim, as indicated by the “ ex,’’ to the two 
senators and the congressman who were be- 
ing lambasted. 

Mr. Coyne’s hopes of révenge sat in (he 
person of Luther P. Friestedt, who hopes to 
take the republican nomination away from 
Mr. Lorimer and who, with Yates and Mason, 
filled the speaking program. 

C. W. Turner, the Deneen delegate whom a 
district in Lorimer’s ward sent to the state 
convention two years ago, to the blond lead. 
er’s disgust, was acting as chairman. When 
he introduced Yates a friend of Lorimer in 
the audience felt called on to remark audibly 
relative to the position which Mr. Turner 
occupied as chairman of a Yates meeting. 

Inasmuch as there seemed to be a disposi- 
tion to let him also goin peace he subsided. 
Several neighbors of the blond congressman 
who are not for him, judging from their en- 
thusiasm for Yates and Friestedt, found it 
so hot that they were obliged to repair fre- 
quently to a neighboring saloon for refresh- 
ment. They came back to applaud more 
heartily, dropping their hats on the floor 
every time they did so and having great 
difficulty in rounding to enough to pick them 
up again. 

Mr. Yates caused them great embarrass- 
ment. No sooner would they regain their 
hats than he would polish off a period of such 
patriotic denunciation of the federal despo- 
tism that they would be obliged to applaud 
again—thus dropping their newly regained 
hats. It was a continuous performance of 
man overboard with them. 

Audience Likes Personalities. 

When Yates talked of the abstract propo- 
sitions of the federal despotism his audience 
sat in quiet attention. When he became 
personal they warmed up. It was the per- 
sonal note for which they were looking. 

When he told the story of the postmaster 
in Brown county, under whose nose Albert 
J. Hopkins shook hie fist because the post- 
master could not switch: the two Brown 
county delegates from Yates to Lowden, and 
when he quoted Mr. Hopkins as asking the

The Thirty-fourth war@ meeting which 
Yates, Mason, and Friestedt addressed may 


not deprive Lorimer of his seat in the county 
committee, it may-not give Luther P. Frie- 


stedt the congressional delegates in the Sixth 


district, it may not carry the ward for the 
former governor, ané it may not help Will- 
iam E. Mason much in his prospective cam- 
paign against Senator Hopkins, but it at least 
has the distinction of having brought to- 
gether the oddest mixture of old enemies and 
present friends which this campaign has 
produced or is likely to produce. 

It also showed that Lorimer, whether he 
still be strong enough to carry his own dis- 
trict and his own ward or not, hag plenty of 
enemies there, that Richard Yates can get 
the sympathies of a crowd when he gets a 
chance to address them, and that William E. 
Mason can make an audience forget more 
hot weather than any other political speaker 
in Chicago.

His son, one of the 
brightest, most attractive of street children, 
informed me that the father had passed to 
his account as the result of a violent 
stomachache, but I gathered from other

After she has time for the children 
and for looking after things in the house

Becomes Child Labor Problem. 
Taking Luigi’s own estimate, which I 
subsequently found to be far too enthusiastic 


in regard to the possibilities of the day's 


labor, his mother car accomplish by the 
most unremitting toil continued for seven 
hours daily in addition to her ordinary do- 
mestic duties a cruel stint which will net her 
at the outside 84 cents a day. 

This then is the child labor problem. Here 
is Luigi Romano, a bright and impressionable 
little waif, who perhaps could secure employ~- 
ment inasmuch as he is 14 years old, if it 
were not for the fact that his schooling has 
been neglected, and he still has, under the 


law, many days to make up before he can 


receive the working papers which are the 
declaration of manhood to most of the New 
York children of the poor, because few of 
them gO to school a single hour longer than 
the law requires them to go. Now if the 
mother is as poor as she looks, if she needs 
every additional penny which can be turned 
into the family treasury, it becomesa serious 
legisiative and social problem at to whether 
the law has a right to condemn her to the 
lowest grade of pinching poverty, rather than 
to permit her to make use of the labor of 
her little boy, child though he is. 


Leads to Toil, Not Freedom. 

He is over 14, this boy, but he knows what 
it is to work. He was employed in a cigar- 
maker’s shop, where he rolled an inferior 
grade of smokes and received the munificent 
salary of 12 cents a hundred for his work. 
Now he goes to school at times and when not 
otherwise engaged sews buttons on the gar- 
ments which he describes as “pants and 
which neither he nor any of his kind would 
recognize by any other name. g 

I saw Luigi later on down at public school 
No. 21, where he was attending a special 
morning class for children. such as he who 
are seeking to make up their deficiencies so 
that they may secure their working papers, 
precious evidences of their graduation which 
lead not to freedom, but to toil, but to which 
they look forward as.the first step towards 
that precautious manhood which Is at once 
the privilege and the threat of persistent 


poverty.

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SUIT TO ‘BUST’ ICR TROST 


ST. LOUIS CIRCUIT ATTORNEY GOES 


AFTER POLAR WAVE COMPANY. 


Quo Warranto Proceedings Started toe 
Compel Forfeiture of Charter on 
Charge of Illegal Consolidation— 
Bill Also Asks 372,100 Damages— 
Capital Steck of $1,800,000, De- 
clared to Exist om Paper Only, 
Never Was Paid Up. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 21.~Quo warranto pro- 
ceedings were begun today in the Circuit 
court by Circuit Attorney Sager against the 
Polar Wave Ice and Fuel company to com- 
pel a forfeiture of its charter, on account of 
the alleged unlawful consolidation of seven 
companies. The suit also asks $72,100 dam- 
ages for the time that thé consolidation has 
been in effect. 

The petition sets forth that when the con- 
solidation took effect the capital stock of the 
company was represented as $1,800,000, and 
all paid up by the stockholders, whereas, it 
is charged, that in fact the money was not 
paid but that the company was simply formed 
by the new company taking over the assets 
of seven companies. 

The companies named as having been con- 
solidated are the American Ice and Coal com- 
pany, the Muckerman lice and Coal com- 
pany, the Union lee company, the Creve 
Coeur Lake Ice company, the Huse and Loo- 
mis Ice and Transportation company, the 
Huse Godell Ice company, and the Hygela 
Ice company. 

Trust Lawyers Are Freed. 

Toledo, O., July 21.—The Circuit court to- 
day reversed Judge Kinkade in the contempt 
proceedings against Attorneys Tracy, Brown, 
and Smith, who represented the ice trust, and

Dear Mr. White: I just received a letter from 
Mri Holman. He tells me Florence ie in Pittsburg 
with Thaw, and her reason for going to Pittsburg 
was to see a lawyer about what I said about Mr. 
Nesbit in Paris. While in Paris Thaw hated me 
hecause I would not allow him to speak il! of you. 
He said it was indeed a pity I had not died instead 
of Mr. Nesbit, as I was not fit to be her mother. It 
made me furious, and I anewered back that had 
her father lived he would have been in jail, as he 
had used so much money of the loan association 
that he was attorney for. 

Now, Mr. White, Thaw is doing all this against 
me because he knows he is guilty of murderous 
treatment of me while I was abroad. Mr. White, 
it is not right for me to stay away here and let 
him do as he is doing and me keep quiet.

Calls Thaw a Coward. 

About the time Thaw and Evelyn Nesbit 
returned from Europe. Nov. 1, 1904. there was 
considerable space devoted by the newspa- 
pers to’ young Thaw and his ccmpanion. 
Mrs. Nesbit hed married in the meantime Mr. 
Holman. and in her desperation it seems the 
only person she ever cared to appeal to was 
Mr. White, who had been known as Evelyn 
Nesbit’s early protector. Mrs. Holman wrote 
to Mr. White, as follows: 

Dear Mr. White: The morning papers say Flor- 
ence is in New York. If the coward won't say 
she is honorably his wife, please try to get her to 
see you and talk sense to her, and have her under- 
stand the awful light he has placed her in before 
the work. 

I am simply tortured with reporters. My head 
has simpiy been splitting for a week.

Hears of Evelyn’s Marriage.

Trouble Over the Furniture. 

About the same time Mrs. Holman had con- 
siderable trouble about furniture and other 
goods that had been in storage, evidently 
under Mr. White's name. Among Mr. White's 
effects there has been found a letter, writ- 
ten on March 20, 1904, by Mrs. Holman and 
addressed to him. Im this letter Evelyn's 
mother says: 

Since writing you, Mr. Holman and I have talked 
the matter over In reference to goods on storage. 
He said it would take stormy and legai actions to 
secure same, consequently your name woukl have 
to be brought in and that would please Mr. T. too 
much. Rather than involve you, we will drop the 
matter, although it makes my heart ache to think 
of the beautiful things going to ruin. I have ad- 
vised Morgan to send my goods at once. I hope 
he won’t worry any. Also trusting you are well 
and that you will always keep me posted of any 
news you may have of Florence. 


Asks White for Money. 

There was also found among Mr. White’s 
papers a letter written at the Tabor academy 
and signed “‘ Very truly, E. F. Nesbit.” This 
letter reads: 

Dear Mr. White: Your letter to Howard re- 
ceived, and we were surprised that you had not re- 
ceived our letters. I hope I can see you before you 
go to Europe. I hear Florence has gone to Paris 
again, and I°am wild. I did hope you could get 
her away from Thaw. I hope and pray you won't 
give up trying. Poor Howard has not heard from 
her and he feels it sadly. 

I am grateful to you for my visit to Howard, 
but now, Mr. White, I must leave him. Mr. Hol- 
man expects our marriage March 2. I am very 
sorry to ask you to do for me when you are doing 
so much for Howard, but I would like to do some 
shopping for myself and also for Howard before 
I will never need to worry you 
after this time. I would like to leave here Feb. 
25. Howard sent his letter special to you. The 
boy appreciates you if Florence forgets. Goed-by. 
I hope you are well, 

“Get Her Away from Thaw.’’ 

There is a portion of a letter among the ef- 
fects of Mr. White. The first part is miss- 
ing, but what is left of the letter is of vital 
importance to the Thaw-White murder case. 
That portion of the letter remaining is as fol- 
lows: 


I am married.

White Pays a Hotel Bill. 
That Mr. White was most kind to the Nes 


bit family is shown by a note which bears the 
inftials “‘ E. F. N.”’ and is as follows: 


Mme. Virginie d'Orsay, 199 Madison Square, 


New York—Dear Mr. W.: The management of 
this hotel won't let me move my goods until I pay 
$66.66. I am sorry to ask, but Florence is getting 
restless. Can you send it before 12 noon today, 
please? EB. F. N. 

Nothing is said anywhere whether or not 
White paid their hotel bill to prevent Flor- 
ence from getting more restless, but judging 
from the tone of the various epistles found 
among Mr. White's papers it is more than 
likely that he responded promptly and sent 
his check for $66.66 to “ E. F. N.’ 


Mr. Holman Writes, Too. 

There are two letters signed “‘C. J. Hol- 
man,’ who had married the widow Nesbit. 
One is dated Jan. 8, 1905, and is as followe: 

Dear Mr. White—Your letter of the 4th inst. re- 
ceived, also the inclosure. Pardon me for not ac- 
knowledging the same before. Howard returns to 
Chester on Monday, the 9th. I think he has en- 


“Dear Mr. White.” Evidently when Mrs. 
Holman wrote this letter she was afraid that 
her boy Howard, whom Mr. White also had 
befriended, was beginning to think that there 
was something wrong in the relations of his 
sister and Harry Thaw. Mrs. Holman writes 
as follows: 

Florence has asked Howard to visit her at 
Christmas time. Do you think it. would be right 
when she is in the horrible position she seems in? 
She says she is not married. Howerd is not a 
child and he has heard some horrible expressions 
from the boys at school. 

O, how horrible she hae diegraced us ali. I am 
hearteick and Mr. Holman feels it so People in 
Pittsburg talk awfully and the men hate him so. 
The wretched beast sent articles’ to the papers 
of Pitteburg. The editors would not allow them 
to be published because they all know me. 

He did all he could to get me to say something 
so he could publich that awful story he has. made 
up, saying I sold my daughter. I certainly did 
not. Howerd will soon be home. He will be « 
great comfort. He is learning to obey and I am 
grateful to you for it. I hope you are well and 
that I may hear from you. Do you know if 
Fiorence is married? 


Hummel Gives Advice. 

There is one letter written on the office sta- 
tionery of Howe & Hummel, 346 Broadway. 
It would appear that Hummel was consulted 
by White in regard to his associations with 
the Nesbits, and that Mr. Hummel, upon 
more than one occasion, gave advice to his 
friend and client. The letter referred to is 
dated March 22, 1904, and Is addressed to 
Stanford White, Esq., and reads as follows: 


Dear White: The entire spirit of Mrs. Holman’s 
letter is high minded. I like the way in which she 
has voluntarily surrendered the claim for fear that 
fighting for the goods might bring about publicity. 
It. would be best for you to do nothing further in 
regard to the matter, except to reply to Mrs. Ho!- 
man’s letter: ‘' Dear Mrs. Holman: Thanks for 
the sentiments expressed in your letter of the 20th 
inst.’ A. H. HUMMEL. 


Famous Affidavit Not Destroyed. 

Much has been said since the night Thaw: 
killed White about an affidavit which Evelyn 
Nesbit is said to have made in the office of 
Mr. Hummel and in which she is reported to 
have stated things concerning the man now 
her husband. 

It is known positively that the original afi- 
davit is in existence, and that it was drawn 
in Mr. Hummel’s office at the instigation of 
Mr. White, who had taken the girl to the 
lawyer. 

It is believed that this affidavit, the con- 
tents of which was known to Thaw, had 
much to do with the murder. Mr. Jerome 
may be able to get possession of the affidavit, 
and it will be used with effect should Thaw be 
tried. 

Mr. Jerome will have no trouble in getting 
from the White estate all documents having 
any bearing on the murder, and the White 
lawyers have assured Mr. Jerome that they 
will do all in their power to aid the prosecu- 
tion. 

There are many more letters written to Mr. 
White by the Nesbits, but whether they will 
be made public has not been decided upon as 
yet.

ENTER TAX FIGHT SOON. 
Effect of “Dodging” on Schools 


Expected to Stir Tuesday's 
Meeting. 


Supt. Bdwin G. Cooley sprung a surprise 
yesterday on the new committee appointed 
to investigate the promotional examination 
system by turning over to the members the 
results of a private inquiry which he has just 
completed into the alNeged abuses of that 
scheme. 

It waa not only the first intimation given 
that he had been “ piperizing "’ own sys- 
tem, but was regarded as a friendly move 
toward the committee since his own figures 
bore out to a considerable extent the com- 
plaints which had been made—that in many 
instances less efficient teachers, by 
the promotional examinations, 
higher salaries than others 
higher efficiency rating. 3 

Inquiry Covers Seven Schools. 

His investigation, he stated, covered seven 
or eight schools, the first having been se- 
lected at random and the others following 
alphabetically. The records of ninety-seven 
teacher@e were gone over and tabulated in 
the memoranda which he turned over to 
the committee. 

Chairman Louis F. Post has called a meet- 
ing of the committee for 11 o'clock tomor- 
row morning in the rooms of the school man- 
agement committee. The other members are 
Trustees Mills, De Bey, Sethmess, and Hayes. 
Miss Addams, who is a member ex-officio, has 
left the city until Aug. 1 : 


Results of Investigation. 
Supt. Cooley's investigation turned up the 
following instances, among others, of dis- 
crepancies between salaries and abilities: 


SCHOOL NO. 1. 

Teacher rated at 91 for ability, receiving $875, 
did not take examination. 

Teacher rated at 81, receiving $1,000, took and 
passed examination. 

Teacher rated at 80 for ability, receiving $960, 
passed one examination.

** Judging from the feeling of those mem- 
bers with whom I have talked, the new com- 
mittee will have few, if any, secret meet- 
ings,”’ eaid Chairman Post. * We want the 
investigation to be open to the public from 
start to finish. It is possible that the mem- 
bers will want ‘to have an executive session 
to map out their policy; but I think it safely 
can be predicted that any session at which 
an outsider is present will be open to all 
alike. 
* We shall meet on Monday to outline our 
plans, Supt. Cooley has consented to be pres- 
ent to-make such suggestions as he can.”’

could serve no good purpose. 

‘ Personaliy,’’ said he, ‘‘ I am not in sym- 
pathy with any efforts along that line and 
have given strict orders that no cases shall 
be suppressed except when it is necessary to 
get service on the defendant. This suppres- 
sion for service in no case extends over three 
days and at the end of that period the papers 
are public property. 

“No good can come from the suppression 
of divorce proceedings. On the contrary, I 
believe that publicity or the fear of it has 
Geterred many couples from seeking di- 
vorces, They need not expect this office to 
draw a cloak over their proceedings, and any 
alteration of records by the clerks will result 
in their summary dismissal. 

“TJ have reinstated three men who were 
suspended following the revelation of altera- 
tions made in the divorce of Dr. Barnes, be- 
cause I received a letter from former Chief 
Clerk Bradley stating that he alone was 
responsible.’’ 

The bills for divorce have to go through 
the following channels and any alterations 
in records may be discovered by any one of 
the various subordinate clerks: 

1. Recetving clerk. 

2. General docket. 

8. Indexes. 

5. Vault clerks 

6. Minute clerk. 

7. Record writer. 


Files “‘Abstracted”’ by Lawyers. 
In the absence of Clerk Vall, his chief 
clerk, George Sherman, said that his subordi- 
nates had been instructed also to suppress 


20 more divorce bills. 
‘* This office.’’ said he, *‘ has more to com- 


plain about with reference to the abstraction 
o. files In divorce and other cases than any- 
thing else. Lawyers are not supposed to 
keep the files in any case more than three 
days, but there are frequent instances when 
they have kept the files three years. Some- 
times the files have been lost. Attorneysare 
required to give a receipt for-the papers they 
take out, but under the present lax system 
we have no way of checking up on them. 
They move away and we are left without cer- 
tain important records. 

“ Only today I learned that in one case the 
files were in possession of four different at- 
torneys, and before a Judgment could be en- 


tered up in the case I had to send a clerk 


out in an effort to locate the missing papers 
He was not successful. 

“Mr. Vail and I have thought out a plan 
by which we can keep track of such papers, 
but it will require the services of another 
man extlusively and under the small appro- 
priation this office has been favored with by 
the colunty I don’t see how we can get the 
extra clerk."’

Battles of the Ball Field. 


, : 

One would think that ball players, 
strong, always in condition, athletes, and 
men subject to intense strain of nerve, 
would fight like Kilkenny cats. Yet, as 
a matter of fact, the professional players 
seldom do battle, either among themselves 
or with outsiders. : 

It is not nice to think of men fighting, 
yet some of the most laughable things in 
baseball ‘are the fights between the men— 
not exactly the fights themselves but the 
reasons that lead up to them, They come 
from the most trivial, inconsequential 
causes—and usually result from the sud- 
den snapping of tense nerves, the momen- 
tary giving away to temper over some 
small thing. The tempers give way fre- 
quently, but it is seldom that the tempers 
of two men give way at the same time— 
which explains the infrequency of. fistic 
battles. . 

One of the greatest battles between bali 
players was the one fought by Harry 
Steinfeldt and Tommy Corcoran at the 
Laughery club, Garry Hermann’s head- 
quarters in the country near Cincinnatl. 
The players had not been the best of 

friends during the season, and when they 
were invited to be the guests of President 
Hermann at the club late in the year the 
trouble came to a head, They did awful 
battle. It is stated by witnesses that Cor- 
coran walked all over Steiny, beat him 
up shamefully, and made over his features 
to suit himeelf. 

They were separated and, fearing that 
the battle might injure the fair name of 
the club, Corcoran took his late opponent 
in a carriage, drove four miles. to a rail- 
way, got on a train with him, took him 
to Cincinnati, and then, getting in a cab 
with him, delivered him safely at home. 
Before they arrived at Steiny’s home they 
were better friends than ever, and both 
were sorry. 

Kid Gleason perhaps is the fightingest 
little man in the business. He fights like 
a wildcat—and makes a cooper going 
around a barrel look slow. 

There was one historic battle in the club 
house at the Polo grounds which shows 
the Kid fair and a sportsman. One of the 
New York players purposely and vicious- 
ly cut down a Chicago player on the bases 
during a hot game. He cut the Chicagoan 
all up with his spikes, laying him up with 
serious wounds. 

After the game Gleason went tothe club

house, and in the presence of the entire 
New York team proceeded to tell his fel- 
low player what he thought of the act. 
His language was resented and a battle 
resulted. The other player weighed al- 
‘most twice what Gleason did, but the Kid 
crawled all over him, pommeled him from 
every side, and then from on top, beat him 
up, and then made him walk over to the 
Chicago club house and apologize to the 
injured Chicago player. 

The Kid has a reputation of whipping 
every man who deserved whipping he 
could get at—and of never fighting except 
in a just cause, and he is one of the most 
popular little fellows that ever played the 
game, 

Ned Swartwood, the big, good natured 
umpire, who served with honor in the Na- 
tional, once had a run in with Johnny Me- 
Graw that was laughable: He drove Mc- 
Graw off the ball field at Baltimore, and 
the little fellow was wild with rage. After 
the game McGraw met Swarty in the pas- 
sageway under the stand, at a point near 
where a small bridge crosges the little 
creek that flows between the stand and 
the club house. ’ 

“I've a notion to take a punch at your 
jaw,’ said the wrathy Mac. 

Swarty good-naturedly stuck out hisjaw 
and invited Mac to swing. To his amaze- 
ment McGraw miade good. An instant 
later Swarty picked Mac up and threw 
him into the creek, failing off the bridge 
in the effort, and they crawled out on op- 
posite banks, their tempers cooled, and 
sat, dripping and muddy, laughing at each 
other.

The battle between Joe Tinker and 
Johnny Evers of the Chicago club was 
caused by a joke. They had been the best 
of friends until the team played an exhi- 
bition game in a little Indiana town. The 
local committee had provided elegant car- 
riages to haul the visitors to the ball field, 
and Tinker and Evers were late. Evers . 
came downstairs in his uniform, getting 
ahead of Tinker, and, leaping into the only 
remaining carriage, drove away in state 
—occupying the entire carriage. 

Tinker appeared and discovered all the 
available carriages gone. He trudgedeyer 
a mile of dusty road to the ball field, and 
when he arrived there he at once mixed 
with. Evers. 

Their feud ended in a big laugh.

“HARNESS HORSE GOSSIP 


- ARDELLE SHOWS WHAT SHE CAN 
DO BY FAST WORKOUT. 


Pacer Which It Was Declared Proba- 
bly Would Capture the Chamber of 
Commerce Race at Cleveland Steps 
Mile at Libertyville in 2:06, Show- 
ing That Geers Has Great Confi< 
dence in His Chkarge—Laura Bellini 
Not Likely to Start Right Now. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

. When it was stated in this column a couple 
of weeks ago that Ardelle probably would 
‘win the Chamber of Commerce $5,000 pacing 
race at the Cleveland meeting a good deal 
of skepticism was expressed by the turf pa- 
pers. Most of them thought Ardelle did not 
have the speed and class to carry her first to 
the wire in a race of that character, and it 
also was pointed out that Laura Bellini, a 
are which worked the Lexington track In 
£:03% last fall, was the real thing. 

My opinion of the prowess of Ardelle was 
Based on what’ I had seen her doin the pacing 
line and the circumstances under which the 
work was done. As for Laura Bellini, her 
trial, a dash of a mile against the watch, did 
rot impress me, I had seen Her Highness, 
enother widely touted pacing mare, turn the 
Memphis track better than 2:05 a few sea- 
tons ago, after which she was at once sold 
to a rich easterner, just as was Laura Bellini 
Jast fall. Her Highness has yet to get to 
the races, and I am told that Laura Bellin! 
is not likely to start right away. At all 
events, she has been declared out of the 
Chamber of Commerce race, which ends all 
the talk of her beating Ardelleimthat event. 


Ardelle Steps Mile in 2:06. 

Now astoArdelie. The race will take place 
Nhext week on Tuesday, and the other day, 
befcre Geers shipped his horses from Liberty- 
vile to Windsor, he set Ardelle down for the 
first really fast mile of her life, She stepped 
ihe distance in 2:06 flat and did the final quar- 
ter in :30 so castly that she scemed to be going 
an ordinary gait. 

Inesemuch as Geers has twice won the 
Chamber cf Commerce, first with Direct Hal 
and last year with Walter Direct. a son of 
that horse. it is of interest to know how he 
prepared those horses for the race, and es- 
pecially how fast a mile he drove either of 
them before lining up for the money. Inthe 
cese of Direct Ha! that horse was given a 
long preparation and came to the post in 
the pink of condition, but his best working 
mile was 2:08%. He won in straight heais, 

the best mile 2:06. 


Workout Means Fast Race. 

When ‘Walter Direct was in training at 
Memphis a year ago last spring it was not 
intended to move him any faster, previous 
to thé C. of C. race, than his sire had stepped, 
but one day he became so rambunctious be- 
tween the heats of a workout that Geers 
stepped him in 2:07%. Walter Direct also 
won in straight heats, lowering the record 
of the race to 2:05% in the opening mile. Now 
that Geers has seen fit to work Ardelle in 
2-ne it is a fair conclusion that he considers 
the mare at least as good as either of his 
other two winners: When Geers works a 
herse in 2:06. especially a green pacer, two 
weeks ahead of an important race in which 
it is engaged, it. means that unless some ac- 
cident befalis the nag it will be ready for a 
2-04 or better heat on race day. Personally 
lL. have always rated Ardelle the fastest and 
classiest green pacer yet produced. She 
wears no straps, is gaited as good as could 
be wished, is well enough bred to go the 

ute with anybody’s pacer, and will be 

riven as well as the best. Why Laura Bell- 
ini has been dec # red out of the Chamber of 
Commerce has hut been made public, but re- 
ports from the Readville track, where she 
was being fitted, were that she was not going 
any fast miles. It might be well to add that 
in her Libertyville workout Ardelle was ac- 
companied by Baron Grattan, 2:04%, a tried 
racehorse of admitted class, and she could 
handle him at any part of the mile. 


Geers’ Stable Looks Strong. 

Geers looks to have an exceedingly strong 
Stable this year. I called attention to the 
trotter Bonnie Russell, 2:10%, several weeks 
ago, coupling his name with that of Cail 
Hemilton, as both arethe property of a New 
Yorker and had been handled by Scott Hud- 
son and an eastern trainer named Howell 
during the last two years. Bonnie Russell 
worked the Libertyville track in 2:07% the 
other day, stepping the last quarter in :50\, 
which shows the sort tof a trotter he is, while 
Gail Hamilton trotted a mile in 2:00, the last 
half in 1:02. This is wonderful work for any 
pair of trotters, and as Geers does not 
“hone” his horses to any harmful extent 
Preparatory to racing them it is fair to as- 
fume that Bonnie Russell and Gall Hamilton 
will win some high class races before fall. 

The pacer Hal Chaffin is another that must 
be regarded. His record is 2:054%, made two 
years ago when the stallion waslame. Be- 
fore coming north with his horses Geers 
worked Hal Chaffin in 2:06%, and the other 
Gay let him step im 2:05%, the last quarter 
“79%. It is no secret that Geers rates Hal 
Chaffin about as high as any pacer he ever 
pulled a line over. Asfor Fashoda, the Geers 
entry in the $10,000 M. and M. trot at Cleve- 
land, she has done better of late, trotting a 
mile in 2:12, last half 1:04, but the experts 
do not coneider her seriously for the big race.

as is the case with the runners. They cam- 
paign their horses because they like the 
sport, and every last one of them expects 
to lose money at the game but to get even 
in health and enjoyment. These men are 
not gamblers. If there is betting at the 
tracks where their horses perform some of 
them will bet a little, but if there is no bet- 
ting they will go on buying and campaigning 
horses just the same.

Twisted Accounts of Battle, in Which

The six round tilt between Jack O’Brien 
and Sam Berger, the San Francisco heavy- 
weight, took place at Philadelphia last Mon- 
day night, but followers of the gamestillare 
in doubt as to which had the better of the 
argument because of the twisted reports of 
the affair.

larger gate and then trim them to a frazzle. 
He is the foxiest man in the business “‘ fram- 
ing *’ up future fights, so itis probable he and 
Sam will come together again.

The big Californian got a heap of advertis- 
ing out of the affair and his admirers already 
are proclaiming him the heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world, It is difficult to conceive 
how a fighter can claim a title by contesting 
in a six round bout wherein no decision is 
rendered and with disputed reports as to his 
having the -<cter of said contest. Tommy 
Burns is the rightful holder of the heavy- 
weight championship and Berger will have to 
beat him before he can strut as the simon 
pure “champ.” Sam says he will not fight 
for several months, having secured theatrical 
engagements to illustrate the blows he used 
in his contest with O’Brien. When he con- 
cludes to reénter the ring he will find a num- 
ber of fighters camping on his trail.

After weeks of haggling and bush beat- 
ing, Benny Yanger and “ Kid" Herman 
signed up to box ten rounds at Indianapolis 
on Aug. 10. Articles for the contest were 
signed a week ago, but the match really was 
not clinched until Thursday, when Herman's 
manager posted his forfeit for weight and 
appearance. The match, viewed from any 
ungle, is the best that has been made in this 
neck of the woods in a long while. Theboys 
have hosts of admirers in Chicago, and, as 
there is considerable ill feeling between them 
and their adherents, the betting on the re- 
sult will be brisk. 

Herman, because of his battles with Eddie 
Hanlon, Abe Attel, and Aurelio Herrera, un- 
doubtedly will have the call in the betting, 
but his backers will have little trouble plac- 
ing their bets.

He has held the 
champion to three, six, and one ten round 
draw, or, rather, no decision contests, and 
was strong enough to continue after each. 
Of course he is not expected to win, but 
should the unexpected happen there will be 
great rejoicing because of Joe's bad reputa- 
tion.

"TURF WAR IN ENGLAND 
AND TROUBLE 1S FEARED. 


One ‘pieiictesias Formed - to “Fight 
Charges Made by Meet Promoters— 
ee Will Resist Reformers.

Despite the strong control exercised by the 
Jockey club, a civil war has broken out on 
the English turf; which may lead to dils- 
astrous results. 

The contending. parties. are those recently 
formed bodies, the Racehorse Owners’ asso- 
elation and the Racecourse association. The 
former, which was incorporated last October, 
sowes its inception to the earl of Carnarvon, 
a young peer who, through his intimate rela- 
tions with Richard Croker,. has seen much 
of American racing, and is well acquainted 
with American methods. Many of these, he 
considers, should be adopted in England, so 
early last year he got up a petition for pres- 
entation to the Jockey club, urging the 
stewards to take certain steps which would 
lessen the expenses owners of racehorses 
have now to contend with. The chief abuses 
the petition aimed at were the exorbitant 
charges made for stalls at most of those 
race meetings which provided them, the high 
rates made by the railroads for transporting 
racehorses, and the excessive entry fees ex- 
acted by meetings whose financial prosperity 
Was so great they needed no such per- 
quisites. 


Ignored by Jockey Club. 

The petition was numerously signed, but, 
despite the fact that the names of many in- 
fluential owners were attached, the Jockey 
club ignored it. Lord Carnarvon’s next step 
was to incorporate the Racehorse Owners’ 
association. Stated briefly, the object of the 
association as set forth in the articles of in- 
corporation are ‘“‘to consider all questions 
affecting the interests of racehorse owners 
and to initiate and promote improvements in 
laws directly or indirectly affecting them; to 
negotiate with railroad companies, race- 
course proprietors, and local authorities for 
improved treatment and accommodations in 
regard to the transport, lodging, and protec- 
tion of racehorses and their attendants; to 
secure the erection at all the principal race- 
courses of sufficient stalls to accommodate 
all possible contestants, and to regulate the 
price charged for all such accommodations. 


Approved by King Edward. 

King Edward also approved of the move- 
ment, as was manifest when his racing man- 
ager, Lord Marcus Beresford, accepted the 
chairmanship of the council at the first an- 
rual meeting, Mr. Luscombe being then sc- 
lected as tronorary secretary. Still the Jockey 
club held aloof, none of its members joining 
nor any of those owners known to be closely 
affiliated with them. 

Foreseeing trouble from the growing 
strength of the agsociation, the people in- 
terested in those English racecourses which 
pay the highest dividends formed a counter 
organization, known as the Racecourse as- 
sociation, of which Walter Hyde, whose 
father was the originator of successful 
Kempton park, was appointed secretary. The 
junior organization at once threw down the 
gauntlet, as at its first meeting, June 19, it 
passed the resolutions and decided to boycott 
Sandown park, at which the much vaunted 
Eclipse stakes was decided last Friday. Its 
reason for doing so is that it considers the 


fender, in which opinion the conditions of the 
big stake seem to bear it out, as, although the 
reputed value of the race—$50,000—draws an 
immense crowd, most of the money Is really 
furnished “by the owners themeelves in the 
shape of entrance fees and forfeits. 

There are other reasons for Sandown fur- 
nishing a good target for the young associa- 
tion to commence its practice on. This 
course was the first one in England built on 
the American system—that Is, with a high 
fence entirely surrounding It. Admission to 
the course costs @) cents, to the public stand 
$1.90 in addition, and to the reserved ring 
and paddock $2.50 more. The revenue de- 
rived from these sources Is so large the orig- 
inal shares in the undertaking are now quot- 
ed at ten times their issue price, though 
Sandown under Jockey club rules ts only 
allowed ten days’ racing, cut up into five 
meetings, while under National Hunt aus- 
pices it gets eight more, divided into four 
meetings. Despite these large returns the 
management treats club owners shabbily. 


Row Comes at Wrong Time. 

Unfortunately the war breaks out at an 
inopportune moment. The present English 
government is none too friendly to racing. 
Indeed, it is onjy the prestige and power 
of the Jockey club that prevents legislation 
hostile to the turf. Unless the club handles 
the present difficulty speedily and sapiently, 
much of its prestige will undoubtedly be lost, 
and strength added to the reformers’ argu- 
ment that racing should be abolished alto- 
gether. or placed under strict government 
control. It may, however, be a difficult mat- 
ter to secure a lasting peace, as the racehorse 
owners undoubtedly have grievances, while 
on the other hand racecourse companies are 
already placed under such strict regulations 
as to the conduct of their meetings by the 
Jockey club itself that they naturally resent 
outside interference. 


HALF THE SETTING IS HATCHED. 


Game Commissioner Wheeler of Illinois 
Gets 3,000 Young English Pheas- 
ants Out of 5,500 Eggs. 


Bloomington, Ill." July 21.—[Special.]— 
State Game Commissioner J. A. Wheeler 
says the proportion of young pheasants 
hatched from a consignment of 5,500 eggs 
imported from England is gratifying, 8,000 
young bircs having been secured, while 
2,500 were lost. 

One thousand of the eggs were spoiled 
before shipment, while nearly that number 
were not fertile. Five hundred of the young 
birds were killed by the hens used to hatch 
out the pheasants, the small birds being 
accidentally trodden upon by ,.the clumsy 
foster mothers. 

The commissioner is proud of the fact that 
3,000 of the foreign birds are alive and well, 
and will be factors in supplying eggs for 
hatching purposes next year upon the state 
game preserves in Sangamon county. 

There are now about 8,000 foreign pheas- 
ants, Mexican quail, and wild turkeys and 
prairie chickens in the state preserves. The 
native quail and birds imported from the 
south did not increase in captivity. It be- 
came necessary to placea number of settings 
of eggs under bantam hens in order not to 
lose them. 

The Mexican blue quail did better in this 
réspect, and it is hoped to raise more of these 
handsome game birds. The department im- 
ported 135 English ringnecked pheasants 
this season, only five being lost in transit.

ALL DENOUNCE GAS BUS. 


LONDON UP IN ARMS OVER ITS 
NOISE AND FUMES. 


Cambridge Professor Sounds Warn- 
ing That It Ejecta Poisonous Gases 
That Are Menace to Health—Pa- 
pers Complain of Rumbling, Which 
Is Compared te Earthquake Tre- 
mors-—- Many Fashionable Resi-«- 
dences Declared to Be Untenable,

LONDON, July 21.—Owing to more acci- 
dents—fortunately mone so serious as that 
recorded a week ago—the outcry against the 
motor ommibus nuisance, ag it is called, hag 
become louder than ever. Usually at this 
time of year—the “silly season ’’—when 
there is little news, London editors open their 
columns to discussions of such questions as, 
“ What Shall We Do with Our Boys?” or “Ig 
Marriage a Failure?’ or some similar time- 
worn question. But there is no room forany 
euch discussion just now. London editors 
are encouraging a public controversy on the 
motor bus. Columns of letters appear every 
day with editorial comment for and against 
the motor bus. 

It is not merely danger to life and limb 
through runaway cars that has raised the 
cry, for the assertion is made that the motor 
bus is a source of great danger to health by 
polluting theair with poisonous fumes. 

Sir James Dewar Fullerien, professor of 
chemistry in Cambridge university, has 
taken the lead in this attack. The speed of 
the motor bus, he says, not merely makesit 
a Ganger on thoroughfares but raises clouds 
of dust. Dust in large towns, he declares, 
always is a carrier of disease germs. It is al! 
well enough, he asserts, to say that motor 
propulsion will give cleaner roads, but in 
great Cities that is impossible unless they are 
washed and swept every hour, 


Concerned Over Motor Fumes. 

But Prof. Dewar is moré concerned with the 
emanations from motor buses, which pollute 
and poison the alrinalltowns. Inall houses 
he says, too much carbon dioxide is present. 
All manner of schemes of ventilation are 
devised to get rid of it. The motor bus in- 
creases the amount by the ejection of it 
into the air we breathe, not as a chimney 
does at an elevation, where it can mix with 
the general air circulation, but at the level 
of the air everybody is breathing. The pro- 
fessor lays great stress on this point: “ The 
adult on am average takes fourteen to 
eighteen breaths a minute and at each 
inspiration inhales twenty to thirty cubic 
inches ofair. It is of the utmost {mportance 
that the air De pure. Every one knows the 
oppressive effect of a close atmosphere in a 
amall room or railroad carriage. That ef- 
fect may be wholly due to a small added per- 
centage of carbonic acid gas. 

‘It wilt not do to say that in the open air 
& little more or less of deleterious gas can- 
not make much difference. It makes all the 
difference in the world—all the difference 
between salubrity and insalubrity, between 
health and sickness.” 

But Prof. Dewar is more emphatic on 
another product’ of motor combustion—car- 
bonic oxide or carbon monoxide. Thisisa gas 
beside which dioxide or carbonic acid gas is 
comparatively harmless. A small amount 
of this monoxide produces insensibility. In 
France this form of combustion often results 
in fatal accidents. It is frequently em- 
ployed in cases of suicide, too. 


Every Chug Pollutes Air. 

The professor does not commit himself as 
to the amount given off by a motor bus, but 
unquestionably with every puff of the ex- 
haust some quota of this deadly gas {s poured 
into the air, to be breathed by those closest 
at hand. 

If petrol gases were thoroughly burned 
and gave off only carbonic acid gas it would 
be bad enough, but they are jmperfectly 
burnt, and the result is ten times as bad. 

Occasionally the British parliament perpe- 
trates a ponderous joke, none the less comic 
because absolutely unconscious. Possibly 
one of its most remarkable achievements in 
that line was when it solemnly provided that 
" nothing in this act contained shall author- 
ize any person to use upon @ high locomo- 
tive engine any thing that shall be so con- 
structed or used ae to cause public or pri- 
vate nuisance, and every person so using 
such engine shall, notwithstanding this act,

and snorting, plus unbreathable exhalations 
and heavy thuds that make houses vibrate : 
were not public or private nuisances expert- 
enced every day! 

Sir Theodore Martin, tn joining in the dis- 
cussion, wrifes that the west side of Onslow 
square is so filled with motor buses that 
houses which used to be in great demand 
now cannot belet. His own residence is shak- 
en from 9 o'clock in the morning until past 
midnight from foundation to roof as if by 
tremors of a chronic earthquake. His l- 
brary fronting on the street now fs almost 
useless to him. His drawing room ceiling is 
cracking. Echoes of ponderous, unwieldy 
buses follow each other like the waves on a 
surf beaten shore. .The leasehold of the prop- 
erty, on which he has spent thousands of 
pounds, bas depreciated 60 per cent. 


Royal Institute in Pandemonium. 

Sir Theodore also declares that the reading 
rooms, lecture, theater, library, and labora- 
tories of that famous scientific establish- 
ment, the Royal institute, after a full cen- 
tury’s quietude, now are never free from 
noise. Yet by law the bus owner is solemnly 
forbidden to cause public or private nui- 
sance. 

But it must not be Imagined that all this 
outcry comes from the old fashioned faddists, 
who are against all kinds of automobilism., 
On the contrary, many who are devoted to 
the automobile are loud in their protest 
against the new plague of London streets. 
The duke of Argyle, presiding.at the interna- 
tional congress of architects the other day, 
said that with noisy streets and motor omni- 
buses and traction engines it would be 
necessary In the domestic architecture of 
London to go back to the Roman court, as 
the only place where one could have a peace- 
able hour’s sleep was inside of a quadri- 
lateral fortress. 

Sir Edward Sassoon, who lives in that home 
of millionaires, Park Lane, writes indignant- 
ly. Even though his house is built on ex- 
ceptionally sound foundations, a motor bus 
causes a regular earthquake. If things are 
not. remediefl soon, he says, public feeling 
will grow so great in intensity that the pros- 
pest of the industry will be thrown back. 


Declares Onslow Square Impossible. 

Lady Parsons writes that Onslaw square 
has become almost impossible to live in. 
Residents there would like to get rid of their 
houses, but naturally nobody will take them 
off their hands. Lord Justica Fletcher Moul- 
ton and Justice Lawrence are among others 
who complain. 

Then there are shopkeepers, mostly those 
who deal in perishable goods, such as meat 
and fruit, who compldin that the increase 
of dust is ruining their trade. 

Surgeons and nurses of hospitals, too, are 
up in arms for the sake of their patients. 
The most serious case is a hospital for epi- 
lepsy, paralysis, and other diseases of the 
nervous #ystem, which was built at Maiden- 
vale on account of the quiet eurroundings. 
Now for eighteen hours out of the twenty- 
four the’ rumble and screech of the motor 
bus fs always present. 

There is, of course, another side to the 
question, in which the Daily Mail is taking 
the lead. It says, as demonstrating the pop- 
ularity of the motor bus, that careful com- 
putation shows they carry 360,000 passengers 
every day and adds that no one familiar 
with the letters and diaries of the early Vic- 
torian era can fail to be struck by the close 
resemblance between the outcry there was 
at that period against railroads and the

motor omnibus. 
In the early years of railroads most gloomy

One of the inmates of these horrible dun- 
geons is a young man named Isajflo Tomitch, 
At the age of 13 Tomitch wrote some cruce 
verses ridiculing the despotic system of 
Prince Nicholas. He was sentenced to six 
years’ imprisonment, but escaped after tw> 
years’ incarceration and fled abroad. At 
the age of 18 he returned to Montenegro on 
receiving a solemn promise from the prince 
that he should remain unmolested. Scarcely 
had he set foot on his native soil than he waa 
seized and thrown into the Podvoltima, where 
he has now lain loaded with chains for twelve 
years. Although only 00 years of age, To- 
mitch is a wreck, with snow white hair, fur~ 
rowed cheeks, and feeble limbs. : 
Another inmate of the political prison is 
Sharko Kaludcherovitch, who was formerly 
the husband of a handsome woman.

~~ pources do not enable them to pay exorbitant 
taxes. The total revenue of Montenegro 

-“gmounted last year to $1,250,000, but only 
one-fifth of this sum,was devoted to the 
administration of the country. The remain- 
ing $1,000,000 was retained by Prince Nicolas 
for himself and for the members of his family 
Four-fifths of the entire national revenue 
were thus devoted to the payment of the 
reigning family and only one-fifth to the 
meeds of the necessitous population. 

This allowance of $1,000,000 from the state, 
added to his own private income, enables 
Prince Nicolas to keep up a truly regal style 
at his court. The fact is that this petty 
peasant potentate has been corrupted by 
close association with the courts of Russia 
and Italy. He has suffered from a swollen 
head since two of his daughters married 
grand dukes of the Russian empire, and still 
more so since his daughter Elana became 
queen of Italy. 

All reasonable considerations of national 
policy are now subordinated to his own spend- 
thrift instincts. In order to obtain money 
for court displays entire schools have been 
abolished, teachers have been dismissed, and 
compulsory school attendance has been sus- 
pended. Twenty-two schools were recently 
abolished at one stroke by a decree of Prince 
Nicolas in order to obtain enough money to 
mount fifty men of his bodyguard. Theonly 
high school in the country was closed in or- 
der that Prince Nicolas might extend his 
stables and buy more horses. The agricul- 
tural college at Danilograd, which was doing 
excellent work, was closed in order that a 
recreation ground should be provided for 
the soldiers of the prince’s bodyguard. 

The prince maintains a bodyguard of 100 
men who are in constant attendance upon 
him wherever he staysor travels. His house- 
hold also includes 100 male domestic servy- 
ants. His two adult sons; Crown Prince 
Danilo and Prince Mirko, keep up expensive 
_ establishments on a smallerscale. Even the 
immense sums which the prince appropriates 
from the national exchequer do not enable 
_him to cover the cost of his own and h? 
family’s lavish mode of living. They are 
quite unable to simplify their lives or to re- 
trench in any way, for they have been cast 
under a spell by the splendor of bigger courts, 
and unfortunately the bad example set by 
the prince and his family has to some extent 
been followed by some of his subjects who 
have accustomed themselves to living be-

As far as this country is concerned, it may 
be safely asserted that when Count Mens- 
dorff assumes office as minister of foreign 
affairs he will bring an atmosphere of un- 
precedented good will towards everything 
American into that great department on the 
Balihausplatz of the Hofburg at Vienna, 
where old Prince Metterninch devised and 
organized the holy alliance against the 
United Stataes, thereby calling into existence 
the Monroe doctrine. For none of Mens- 
dorff’s predecessors has had such a host of 
American friends, nearly all of them ac- 
quired during the many years that he spent 
in London in a diplomatic capacity. In this 
he will differ from his predecessor, Count 
Goluchowski, who, although a gifted and in 
other respects a charming man, was imbued 
with the most bitter kind of prejudice 
against everything American. Count Go- 
luchowski, it may be remembered, at the 
time of the war with Spain in 1898, endeavored 
to engineer a European intervention in be- 
half of Spain, and has frequently been men- 
tioned in connection with attempts to organ- 
ize an economic coalition against the United 


States. 
Not even Goluchowski's best friends are 
quite clear as to the origin of his animosity 
towards America. But there are some who 
ascribe it to the influence of his wife, who 
was a Princess Murat, and who has a strong 
strain of American blood in- her veins 
through her grandmother, Princess Lucien 
Murat; prior to her marriage Miss Caroline

to a far greater extent than the laws of the 
land. The minister of the imperial house is 
the only one not a prince or princess of the 
blood, who is aware of the tenor: of- these 
laws, for some mysterious disobedience to 
which the emperor divested the late Arch- 
duke John not merely of his honors and dig- 
nities but even of his Austrian citizenship 
sixteen years ago; and the minister of the 
imperial house is bound by the most cast iron 
oath not to divulge their nature, although he 
has been frequently called upon by the Hun- 
garian parliament to do so, but always in 
vain. 

The minister has charge of all the family 
archives, is trusted with all the many deep 
and sometimes terrible secrets of the Haps- 
burgs, including those appertaining to the 
succession; and last, but not least, the min- 
ister is called upon to pass judgment upon 
the genealogical qualifications, the social 
antecedents, etc., of those members of the 
Austrian and Hungarian aristocracy who de- 
mand admission at court. In fact. he is by 
virtue of his office the marshal and supreme 
head of the Austro-Hungarian nobility, and 
the arbiter of all its disputes and controver- 
sies, It is therefore always a source of satis- 
faction, alike to the imperial] family and to 
the nobility, when this office, which has been 
held in turn by the gréat Metternich, by 
Count Alexander Mensdorff, Count Beust, 
Count Andrassy, Count Kalnocky, and Count 
Goluchowski, is vested in the hands of a scion 
of the old aristocracy, such as Count Albert 
Mensdorfft Poilly Diedrichetein. 


CARDINAL PERSONA NON-GRATA 
AT THE PAPAL HEADQUARTERS. 


Mathieu, Who Succeeds to Vacant Chair 
of French Academy Makes “Break” 
in Language Which Pope Resents. 


PARIS, July 14.—Cardinal Mathieu, who 
succeeds to the vacant chair in the French 
Académy, is reported not to be persona grata 
at the vatican for two reasons. It happened 
at the last conclave that the cardinal sat 
next to a stranger who spoke no French, 
a language which popes are, as a rule, ex- 
pected to kpow. 

“ You do notspeak French? Therefore you 
are not eligible for the papacy,’ said Car- 
dinal Mathieu in Latin to his neighbor, who 
replied in the same language: “It is true, 
eminent domine, I am not eligible, God be 
thanked!”’ 

But the stranger who returned this an- 
swer is now Pius. X., and is said to resent 
intensely the affront thus put upon him. 
Moreover, Cardinal Mathieu, who has been 
elected to the Academy for his Hterary abil- 
ity alone, wrote for the Revue des Deux 
Mondes about two years &go.an article on 
the conclave in which he denounced tha 
Austrian interference with. the election and 
deciared in no measured terms that the choice 
of the conclave should. have fallen upon Car- 
dinal Rampolila. :

Declares He Exerted Good Inftu- 
ence in Native Country as 
Well as America.

BERLIN, July 6-—Berlin, owing to the 
unsettled conditions in Russia, is now the, 
mecca of the Russian . Howgreat 
is the number of Russians who come 
here, and are now living in Berlin, can 
be seen from the fact that three hundred 
Russian children have made application to 
enter the schools of the city and its suburbs. 
So great is the burden placed upon tWe older 
Russian residents of the German capital that 
they are not entirely pleased with the large 
number of their countrymen coming. to the 


city. 

They view the new arrivals with mistrust, 
unless they beara high sounding name, bring 
good introductions, or have means. A hos- 
pitable home, however, for those from Rus- 
sia in the house of the pastor of the Rus- 
sian embassy in Berlin, who resides at Tegel, 
a suburb of Berlin. The Russian govern- 
ment bought a piece of land there and erected 
@ small church amd a home called Em- 
peror Alexander home. Here the poor Rus- 
sians are fed and clothed and find a shelter. 

Seldom in Berlin has been heard so much 
Russian or has been seen here so many Rus- 
sian rubber shoes and furs. From the con- 
versation of these Russians one gathefs that 
they ‘are pleased with Berlin, especially with 
its clean streets. But some of them are dis- 
appointed not to find on the bill of fare their 
national dishes. However, in the Franzi- 
sische strasse there is a restaurant arranged 
in Russian style, called Eremitage, where 
Russian dishes can be had. This restau- 
rant has engaged a man, who distributes 
green and red cards on the street calling 
attention to the place. . 

It is not to be wondered at that the Berlin 
business world is taking advantage of the 
opportunities to serve the Russian arrivals. 
We find on many stores the sign: 
“ Goworjaty po Russki—here Russian is 
spoken.”’ 


20,000 Russians in Berlin. 


Russian scholars wandering.through the 
streets attract attention by their military 
uniforms. Many of these students must take 
instruction in German, as they are not all 
acquainted with the language. 

One beholds the greatest number of Rus- 
sians at the railroad station, Friedrich- 
strasse, and so much Russian is heard there 
that a person might imagine that he is on 
the shores of the Neva rather than of the 
Spree. Particularly one group recently at- 
tracted my attention by its extremely poor 
condition. A woman was seen to whom a 
child was tied by a cloth. With one hand 
she led a little girl. A boy with torn trou- 
sers clung to his mother’s dress, and next to 
her her husband, a typical Russian. “In 
broken German he declared that he intended 
to go to America, where an agent had prom- 
ised him a position. America, he asserted, 
was his only salvation, as he had nothing, 
and for a long time he and his family had 
eaten only bread and herring. 

Another sign of how. great is the number 
of Russians in Berlin ts the fact that a new 
Russian paper devoted exclusively to Rus- 
sian affairs calléd Rusky Gollos has ap- 
peared in the city» This paper says that 
20,000 Russians are.at present in Berlin. 

At .OberKaesel, near Bonn, a monument 
was unvelle@ thie week in honor of the fa- 
mous poet and revofutionist, Gottfried Kin- 
kel, whom, in 1848 Carl. Schurz rescued from 
the Spandau prison. Privy Councilor Dr. 
von Rottenburg, the curator of the Bonn unt- 
versity, at one time under secretary of the 
German foreign office under Bismarck, and 
son-in-law of the late American ambassador, 
William Walter Phelps, in an address at the 
unveiling, said of Schurz: 

Bismarck Admired Schurz. 

“ Schurz was the American statesman who, 
above all others, endeawored to raise the 
moral standard of political life in the United 
States, and whose achievements were not 
only recognized in America but also bene- 
fited Germany. Again and again I heard on 
the other side of the ocean that the respect 
with which the German name is held in the 
United States in first measure was due to the 
political activity of Schurz. 

“The appreciation with which Bismarck 
regarded Schurz was not due to his ability 
as an orator, for the chancellor did not place 
a great value on public speaking. In fact, 
the respect which Bismarck had for Schurz, 
paradoxical as it.may seem, was not due to 
hig ability as a speaker, but, as it was once 
expressed by former Ambassador Andrew D. 
White, the American statesman conducted 
political affairs from a philosophical point of 
view. 

‘“‘Schurz exerted a strong influence in the 
United States and placed this service in the 
interest of an ethical, idealistic Weltan- 
schauung. And therefore I express the hope 
that his memory shall continue to be long 
held by our peopfe, but particularly by. our 
young people. The Descartes, Bacons, Kants, 
Laplaces, Goethes, etc., have produced alli- 
ances among nations which are equal in 
value to the work of the diplomats. An ex- 
cnange of mental gifts presupposes the pro- 
duction of other values. These factors are 
dependent on idealism, and therefore ideal- 
ism is one of the important agents to create 
peace and good will among nations. Schurz 
furnished proof that even a people which 
surely does not underestimate material inter- 
ests can support a policy based on philosoph- 
ical ideas connected with ideal purposes.”’ 


Studying Sleeping Sickness. 

The Koch sleeping sicknese expedition has 
just sent to Berlin an interesting report from 
Amani. German Southwest Africa, where the 
travelers have spent several months to be- 
eome acclimated, to make advance studies 
regarding the sickness and to learn some- 
thing of the language of the natives. On the 
twentieth of June they left Amani, and by 
way of Mombassa, have gone over the Usam- 
Dara railroad to Munanza on the southern end 
of the Victoria Nyanza. The gentlemen 
speak highly of Amani. They enjoyed their 
stay there, although the daily rain made 
excursions to the neighboring country diffi- 
cult. Amani has a magnificent situation, 
and above all a fine climate. It is situatedin 
the neighborhood of the Pangani river and 
is surrounded by forests and mountains. 
The highest mountain in the neighborhood is 
the Mekrot, from which a wonderful view 
of the Pangani valley can be obtained. 

The expedition Mved chiefly on beef, ham, 
sausages, fresh bananas, oranges. and cocoa- 
nuts. which latter are especially cheap, cost- 
ing less than half a cent, while five oranges 
were bought for one cent. The inhabitants 


owing to thelr intercourse with Europeans 
are somewhat civilized. The travelers were 
much amused to become acquainted with a 
native who wore 4 standing collar, black 
éye glasses harmonizing with his skin, and 
bore in his arms an umbrella. In Munanza 
a sleeping sickness station was established. 
Although a military center Munanza has now 
only four Buropeans living in it.

He had time to notice the small 
parks, the playgrounds, and the large 
bathing pools, gymnasiums, and reading 
rooms. He found many things unlovely 
in Chicago, but he saw the promise of 
the future. 
Mr. Wells observed Chicago from the 
car windows as his express train sped 
eastward. The road by which he left the 
city passes through as depressing a region 
as any to be found in the city. The fact 
that Mr. Wells still is hopeful shows that 
he must have been deeply impressed by 
the good things which he saw during his 
stay here. The old stage coach had this 
advantage over the railroad, to which the 
automobile has fallen heir, that it ‘could 
choose its course, and as it did not re- 
quire permanent alterations in the way 
it could give its passengers a glimpse of 
the better portion of the towns which it 
entered. But optimism, if based upon de- 
lusion, hardly can survive a view of the 
grime and poverty revealed from the win- 
dows:of almost any one of the railroads 
leaving Chicago. 

Chicago has been compared to the 
Black _country—the region about Bir- 
mingham, Manchester, and Leeds. It has 
this similarity to those cities, that it is‘a 
creation of the nineteenth century and 
that it has not yet acquired the splendid 
buildings which characterize cities where 
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posers is more musically gifted. Hie works 
are in every form and in every style. He is 
an accomplished organist, a first rank pian- 
ist, a remarkable conductor, a trenchant 
critic, and a littérateur whose musical writ- 
ings alone would have made him famous., 
As a composer he is an eclectic. Wagner 
pronounced him “ the greatest living French 
composer.” Gounod, his friend, said of him: 
“ He could write at will a work in the style, 
of Rossini, of Verdi, of Schumann, or of 
Wagner.” This pronouncement is verified 
in his cantatas, his chamber music, the pro- 
gram music contained in his remarkable 
group of symphonic poems, each differing 
radically from the other, his operas, lyrical 
dramas, oratorios, requiems, and songs. As 
& composer, as essayist, critic, and poet, he 
deserves hearty recognition. 


A BRUTAL MURDER. 

If the evidence of the eye witnesses can 
be trusted, Rudolph Jonas should go to the 
gallows. He attacked a peaceable, un- 
offending man, beat him cruelly, and then 
pushed him into the river, where he 
drowned. The murderer was sober and in 
full possession of his senses. 

The reason for his committing the crime 
is known. There is a dispute as to which 
of two unions has jurisdiction over certain 
drivers.

the other. The question of jurisdiction. is 
mot one that can be settled In the courts, 
which have nothing to do with controver- 
sies of that kind. It ought to be submitted 
to and settled by some general labor or 
ganization, That has been done in a few

In this case there was an appeal to vio- 
lence—a mode of procedure too often re 
sorted to by, union men in controversies 
among themselves as well as with non- 
unionists. The organizer, full of zeal for 
the interests of his union, appears to have 
thought the dispute could be ended in its 
favor by such radical measures as beat- 
ing an officer of the other union and shov- 
ing him into the river. If this is one of 
the functions of an “organizer” the 
sooner these officials are got rid of the 
better. 

The leading men in the unions ought to 
see what the tolerance of “slugging” or 
the failure to protest against it when em- 
ployed in controversies with nonunionists 
has ended in. It has had the same demor- 
alizing effect as lynching. Unscrupulous 
and lawless union men have no mercy on 
the officers or members of rival unions. A

NATIVIST MOVEMENT IN MEXICO. 

President Dies of Mexico has called a 
conference of the governors of the various 
provinces of the country to consider the 
possibjlity of an anti-foreign uprising on 
Sept. 16—Mexican Independence day. 
That something is in the air has been ap- 
parent for quite a while, but juet what 
form it might take has been uncertain. 
In some quarters there is opposition to the 
administration of Diaz, who has been 
the strong man of the country for so long 
that, naturally, he has made enemies who 
watch every chance to show their feeling 
against him. The general opinion is that 
some sort of industrial movement is con- 
templated by the malcontents, the point 
of attaek being the foreign residents who 
have taken so prominent a part in all 
sorts of commercial] projects during recent 
years, 

Back of the agitation seems to be an 
organization of Mexican laborers who de- 
sire to have Americans, Wnglishmen, 
Frenchmen, and Germans removed from 
high positions in the railroad, mining, and 
smelting business. The circulars which 
have come to light have the familiar na- 
tivist sound, “ We desire Mexico for Mex- 
icans, and warn all foreigners that if they 
do not leave the country by the 16th of 
September they will be driven into the 
sea.”

A STARTLING DISCREPANCY. 

_ he two traction companies have in-

No doubt.the figures given to the city 
by the com panies represent an inflated 
ie valuation, but: the companies have gone 
to the opposite extreme in those for which 
‘they ask the favorable consideration of the 
rd of -re iew. There is an inevitable 
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into the possession of cash does with one 
who thas inherited a well built palace 
with productive estates. Ohicago has all 
the enormous first expenses of the founda- 
tion and the building of a home, while 
the other has only the expense of mainte- 
mance and repair. Chicago is in all the 
clutter of workmen and has no time or 
place for splendor of pageantry or tran- 
quil beauty. The city lives in the belief 
that the time will come when the struc- 
ture will be finished in greater beauty 
than other cities possess, and immeasur- 
ably greater comfort and healthfulness. 
Then the time will come to fill the home 
with all those treasures which are as 
highly appreciated here as anywhere, but 
which are out of reach just now. 

If Mr. Wells could mount the time ma- 
chine of which he has written and pro- 
ject himself a century into the future he 
would find that the Second hundred years 
of Chicago’s history. would find the city 
far advanced in its race with the other 
cities of the world, which have had so 
great a start and which are not yet near 
the goal of perfection. 


EUROPEAN COMPOSERS’ VISITS. 

Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore, bandmaster of 
melodious memory, inaugurated the practice 
of bringing European composers to this 
country to conduct their own works. It 
was at his great peace festival, nigh halfa 
century ago, that Johann Strauss led his 
“Blue Danube Waltz” and Franz Abt his 
familiar “‘ Swallow Song.” The enthusiasm 
with which they were received, possibly the 
handsome remuneration which was the prin- 
cipal inducement for their coming, led others 
to follow their example. Rubinstein has 
conducted his symphonies, Offenbach his 
bouffé operas, Weingartner his symphonies, 
Richard Strauss his symphonic poems, and 
Josef and Edouard Strauss their waltzes in 
this country. Philipp and Xavier Schar 
wenka have played their piano opuses and 
Guilmant his organ compositions. The mis- 
fortunes of Mascagni, in his efforts to ac- 
quaint Americans with his pretty operas, 
are of too recent occurrence to need special 
mention. Sir Arthur Sullivan personally 
superintended the first production of some 
of his operettas in New York, so as to head 
off the musical freebooters, and Sir Edward 
Elgar, at the recent Cincinmati festival, dis- 
played his merits as a composer and his de- 
merits &s a conductor in leading his orator- 
ios, or, more correctly stated, his sacred 
music-dramas. 

All these composers were sufficiently lion- 
ized, perhaps, for Americans love to lionize 
the composers, the artists, the authors, even 
if they do not always. largely express their 
financial appreciation of them. Two fur- 
ther opportunities will be offered in this di- 
rection next season of meeting composers 
who are eminently deserving of a most cor- 
dial welcome, both in greeting and in gold, 
Ruggiero Leoncavallo will open his Ameri- 
can tour in New York in October. His reper- 
tory will include among others of his works, 
“IT Pagliacci ” and the “ Ave Maria,” which 
is dedicated to Pope Pius X. and was writ- 
ten in commemoration of the Calabria mis- 
fortune. He is worthy of being called one 
of the masters of modern Italian music, be- 
cause his “ Paghacci’ bas proved itself one 
of the most successful operas of the last few 
years, and in its German-ItaHan combina- 
tions bids fair materially to affect operatic 
art in Italy. Should his great Renaissance 
trilogy, “ Crepurculum ”—as daring in its 
construction as Wagner’s Nibelungen tril- 
ogy—meet an equal success with its little 
predecessor, “ Pagliacci,” it may revolu- 
tionize Italian music. It is an additional rea- 
son why Leoncavallo should have a hearty 
welcome here that he is a man of letters as 
well as of music, whose literary productions 
are of a high order of merit. 

Following Leoncavallo, some time in the 
winter, Saint-Saéns will come to this coun- 
try, but, it is to be regretted, is only an- 
nounced for a piano tour. It is to be hoped 
he may be prevailed upon to conduct some 
of hislarger works. In any event, he should 
be welcomed as thé most perfect living mas- 


tal state not far removed from insanity, 
and it is idle to conjecture what use he 
would have made of his wealth if he had 
lived to hold M and to provide for its 
future use. The two other conspicuous 
South African millionaires, Rhodes and 
Beit, have left evidence that they were 
sincerely interested in the future of Africa 
and not merely in the wealth to be found 
in gold and diamond fields. Rhodes left 
an immense sum for education and to pro- 
mote his desire for a better understand- 
ing between the English speaking nations. 
Alfred Beit also left large sums for edu- 
cation, but one provision of his will is 
unique. 

Himself a business man, he appreciated 
the difficulties of financing enterprises for 
the development of a new country unless 
large immediate returns could be prom- 
ised. It has been at different times an 
easy matter for promoters to sell shares 
in South African gold mines by offering 
alluring hopes of hundredfold increase 
within a few months. It has been harder 
to secure the money for legitimate busi- 
ness enterprises offering a fair percentage 
of profit. The will of Alfred Beit pro- 
vides aid for those enterprises which he 
considers essential to the progress of 
Africa. Six million dollars are to consti- 
tute a fund to aid the construction of rail- 
way, telephone, and telegraph lines and 
wireless telegraph stations in South 
Africa. It makes no difference whether 
the lines are in British, German, or Portu- 
guese possessions. 

It would appear from the wording of 
the dispatches that this money is not to 
be given outright, but invested in respon- 
sible companies proposing to supply the 
needed means of communication between 
the different parts of South Africa. If 
that is the case, and the trustees use 
proper discretion in handling the funds, 
the capital soon will be increased by the 
returns from the investment, and every 
year a larger sum will be available for this 
purpose. But, as lasting results are more 
desired than immediate profits, as there 
is no other use for the profits than re- 
investment, it will be possi®le for the 
trustees to use the money for the advan- 
tage of the people in ways that will be 
unproductive financially for a long time. 

The wisdom of such a bequest is so 
apparent that it seems strange that no 
public spirited millionaire hit upon the 
idea before. It is a remarkable proof of 
the fascination which South Africa exer- 
cises upon the minds of men who have oc- 
casion to know that land intimately that 
men as different as Rhodes and Beit 
should have been unwilling to look for- 
ward to the days when their own work 
would be over without marking in a prac- 
tical way their faith in the future of 
South Africa and their affection for their 
foster mother.

THREE ENGINEERING WORKS. 

The sewers in. the business district could 
not take care of the heavy rainfall of last 
Sunday. Basements were flooded and 
much damage ‘done to property. Losses 
of this kind will recur with increasing fre- 
quency until a new sewer system shal] 
have been constructed. Every new sky 
scraper, with its hundreds of tenants, in- 
creases the regular demand upon the 
capacity of the sewers and lessens their 
ability to take care of heavy rainstorms. 

Probably the city officers wil] take no 
more notice of the damage done by the 
backing up of water in the sewers on Sun- 
day than they have taken on previous oc- 
casions.

Brainy young fellows have been 
encouraged to look toward the southwest 
for business openings. It would be im- 
possible to think much of such immigra- 
tion without its attendant interest in local 
affairs or without that local discontent 
which always manifests itself when trained 
aliens supersede less skilled natives. The 
chances are that this is a fight between 
progress and retrogression, between the 
exploitation of industries and their mere 
existence, between the energy and push of 
the foreigner and the inertia and the sloth 
of the native. The loss of the foreigner, 
in all probability, would mean a serious 
setback for the nation. Mexico needs the 
foreigner, and the foreigner of today has 
no sinister intentions against the life or 
the territorial integrity of the state. 


CLEANING UP THE BACK YARD. 

Many people never look into the back 
yard. They enter and go out the front 
door. They never see anything but the 
front of the house. They polish their 
shoes in front and leave the heels tar- 
nished. So long as the appearance is all 
right when noted from the ustal point of 
approach they are perfectly content. 
When such persons take a notion to 
clean things up thoroughly they find it a 
much more difficult task than it would 
be if habits of cleanliness had been theirs 
always. If they succeed in their attempt 
to clean up they are apt to talk it over 
with friends and to tell about the amount 
of dirt they found. 

In the opinion of Justice Brewer. as 
he voiced it in an address before a conven- 
tion of insurance agents at Milwaukee, 
the United States has .been cleaning up 
the back yards. A big pile of dirt has 
been found, and in the clearing up proc- 
ess many things have been uncorered 
whose existence had been forgotten, but 
when all the refuse has been removed it 
has been found that the ground is still in 
good condition and that, really, the yard 
looks considerably better than it did be- 
fore the hoes and rakes were put into use. 

In other words, it is doubtful whether, 
in the long run, any one will suffer serious- 
ly from the effects of the exposés which 
have been made during recent months. 
Those unjustly suspected will profit in the 
end when public confidence in them is 
restored. Those justly suspected will take 
steps to improve conditions and regain 
position in the business world. The rea- 
son for this belief in the beneficial effects 
of the exposures is based upon the general 
honesty of mankind and the faith of the 
multitude in this honesty. In the opinion 
of the people, “ honesty is the best pol- 
icy” is more than a merely commercial 
phrase. It is faith in one’s fellow-men 
which should everywhere be encouraged, 
and it is worth while to put faith in peo- 
ple because of the moral effect upon the 
world, an effect even more important than 
that business sagacity which prompts fair 
dealing as the best way to secure satisfac- 
tory income from investment. 

It is all right to expose abuses and to 
ery aloud and spare not in cases of emer- 
gency, but no society can be healthful 
which permits a continual] disturbance of 
its ordianry peace by demagogical denun- 
ciations of humanity as utterly bad.

‘ Pirst, the large amount of money devoted 
ty educational purposes, the magnificent 
bulldings and the lavish equipment; secondly, 
the teachers are enthusiastic; and, thirdly, 
there ts a thirst for knowledge shown by 
gupils of all ages which is largely lacking 
in England. 

“The average American when leaving 
schoo! is infinitely better fitted for a voca- 
tion and struggle in life than the English 
child. In the words of President Rooseveit,

~. Rion would certainly be ruined without it.’ 

~ . * Engtand is far behind the United States 

~. In its system of education, but we are pro- 
gressing.’and one of the most helpful steps 
in this progress will be the knowledge and 
experience gained by our 500 teachers on 
their coming tour.”

Acceptances were 
reported as light for both, but messages re- 
ceived from Nebraska and Kansas City in- 
dicated that the farmers were selling corn 
more freely. Eastern buyers were evident- 
ly nervous, fearing a further break, and did 
not buy as freely as on Friday. Sales here 
were 10,000 bu wheat, 400,000 bu corn, and 
110,000 bu oats. The seaboard reported 90,- 
000 bu wheat, 40,000 bu corn, and 150,000 bu 
oats taken for export. 

Armour, J. Rosenbaum Grain company, 
Bartlett, Wrenn, Northern Grain, and north- 
western houses were the big sellers of wheat 
early. There was considerable liquidating 
of long wheat as well as short selling. Up- 
dike, Kidston, Bloom, Brosseau, and scat- 
tered commission houses were the best buy- 
ers on the break. Ware-Leland, Rosenbaum, 
Barrell, Monroe, Kidston, and commission 
houses sold corn, with Bartlett, Nye-Jenks, 
Pringle, Cudahy, and scalpers buying on the 
break. There was big scattered liquidation in 
oats, selling by longs being the feature. Prin- 
gie and the Northern Grain company were 
about the best buyers on the decline. Nelson 
Morris, Armour, Woodbury, Boyd-Lunham, 
Anglo-American; and other packers took 
most of the provisions. Selling was led by 
Schultz, Roloson, and Cudahy. 

Closing prices in foreign markets were: 
Liverpool, unchanged to lc lower; Budapest, 
%c lower; Berlin, 14c higher; Paris, un- 
changed to \{c lower. 

Minneapolis stocks of wheat decreased 
661,066 bu for the week. Total stocks were 
10,712,732 bu, including 7,133,794 bu No. 1 
northern, and 1,047,777 bu No. 1 hard. Total 
stocks a year ago were 4,288,000 bu. 

Receipts of wheat at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth last week were 1,775 cars, compared to 
1,305 cars the preceding week, and 834 cars 
the corresponding week last year. 

Receipts of hogs at the principal western 
packing centers last week were 405,000, 
against 381,000 the week previous, and 384,- 
000 last year. 

Estimated: receipts for tomorrow are: 
Wheat, 802 cars; corn, 266 cars; oats, 142 
cars; rye, 8 cars; bariey, 6 cars; hogs, 35,000, 
and for the week 140,000. 

A leading cash man estimated that there 
were at least 12,000,000 bu of wheat now 
hedged in this market against country pur- 
chases, and yet.to arrive.

1 hard wheat was finished loading yester- 
day. It was claimed that it was the first 
cargo of No. 1 hard in over twenty-five 
years. - 

A New York exporting house wired: “‘ The 
demand for wheat from abroad was fairly 
active, with good cable inquiries asking for 
offers for the united kingdom, continental, 
and Mediterranean poris. The business 
worked is Limited, owing to lack of offers, 
The demand is for No. 2 red for quick load- 
ings, which fs unobtainable. The rains 
through the southwest kept sellers from 
offering.”’ 

A late Broomhall cable said: ‘‘ Weather 
turned fine. Crop news more favorable. Ar- 
rivals at Odessa liberal; quality fair.”’ 

H. VY. Jones of Minneapolis, who, with 
John Inglis, has been inspecting the spring 
wheat crop for several weeks, returned to 
Minneapolis on Friday, and yesterday issued 
a report covering crop conditions as they 
found them in the northwest. The report 
was extremely bearish. It follows: “ The 
northwest wheat crop will be safe in from 
ten days to two weeks. The present promise 
is for an enormous yield. Only a calamity 
can change this prospective result, and there 
are no unfavorable indications as yet. If 
the crop matures the railroads will be un- 
able to take care of the business, and it will 

| take fifteen months or over to market it. 
Oats and flax also are in fine condition, and 
promise to break records. Corn is coming 
forward nicely. This means great prosper- 
ity in the northwest, an overflowing business 
for the elevator companies, ag@ it should 
mean a large export business in flour, for 
the United States will have a surplus above 
home needs of over 300,000,000 bu, and, with 
Canada, about 400,000,000 bu. In fact, the 
United States and Canada have the promise 
of almost 1,000,000,000 bu of wheat. No such 
outlook ever has been in prospect on the 
American continent.’ It will be a great year 
ahead for jobbers, manufacturers, retailers, 
lroads.”’ 

oe Bros.’ Duluth office sent the follow- 
ing, given without comment: “* Reliable man 
in Traill county, N. D., says black rust found 
on wild oats, barley, and rye. Week ago 
fields full of red rust and perfect rust weath- 
er. Infection sure, but extent damage de- 
pends on weather next three weeks.” 7 

Sidney C. Love & Co. had the following 
from Minneapolis: “A telegram from Gretna, 
S. D., says that Hubbard, the grain expert, 
has just passed through the center of Da- 

kota as far west as Hamilton, and that the 
wheat has fallen off 25 per cent during the 
last ten days. A large amount of red rust 
was found and @ smaller quantity of black 

The grain is thin and poorly headed. 

The average yield, according to this wit- 
ness, will not exceed 10 bu to the acre. In 
northern Hamilton the condition is slightly 
better, and the crop is ina fairstate. Flax 
is fine, and oats are fair to good. The best 
of climatic conditions are necessary to se- 
cure even an average yield of wheat in the 
ned.”’ 

Re patten wired: "TI predict that 
South Dakota will break all records in the 
raising of wheat, corn, oats, and flax.

Panama Canal Bonds. 


Allotment of the Panama cana! bonds will 
not be officially made by the treasury de- 
partment until it has had opportunity to 
verify the authenticity of the bids which on 
their face are within the limit necessary to 
secure their acceptance. It is not expected 
that announcement will be made much be- 
fore Aug. 1. 


Value of Telephone Monopoly. 


Some idea of the value of a telephone 
monopoly may be gained from the fact that 
the New York Telephone company is willing 
to pay $200,000 per annum for such monopoly, 
while John M. Shaw, president of the At- 
lantic Telephone company, the concern which 
is seeking a franchise in New York City, de- 
clares he will give $1,000,000 a year fora 
monopoly franchise. He adds, sarcastically, 
that he would give more for the toothpick 
monopoly in New York City than the New 
York Telephone company is willing to pay 
for a telephone monopoly. Mr. Shaw says, 
further: 

“ If the city has the right tosell the monop- 
oly of the business to any bidder, the city 
should in justice to itself get a good price. 
Now, the Atlantic Telephone company will 
pay the city of New York $1,000,000 a year and 
supply all the departments with free service 
if the city of New York will guarantee to 
the Atlantic Telephone company a monopoly 
of the‘telephone business under the same 
terms the New York Telephone demands for 
$200,000 per year. 

“When we made our original offer to the 
city. it was with the expectation of fighting 
competition from an existing company. Had 
we expected to bid for a monopoly we should 
almost have been ready to let the city name 
its own price.”’ 


Dividend Declared. 


The Philadelphia company of Pittsburg has 
declared the usual.semi-annual dividend of 
2% per cent on its preferred stock, payable 
Sept. 1 to stock of record Aug. 10.

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BUZZER SET FOR AUTOMOBILES. 


New York Village Has Plan Which Is 
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Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 21.—[{Special.]— 
Automobilists om the way from New York to 
the Berkshire hills will have to go slow 
through Pleasant Valley, Dutchess county, 
or answer to the constables who are to be 
stationed along the road signaling to one an- 
other by wire as the automobiles pass. If 
between the signaling points the speed is in- 
creased from ten miles an hour to ten and a 
half miles the automobile will be held up by 
@ rope stretched across the road. 

This plan was decided upon last nightatan 
indignation meeting of villagers, at which it 
was voted to petition the town officials to 
establish the system at once. Under this 
plam constables will be stationed along the 
road at intervals of half a mile. These sta- 
tions will be connected by electric wires, 
push buttons, and buggers. When an au- 
tomobile passes one station the constable 
will notify the next man that there is an 
automobile on the way. The latter will at 
once start a stop watch, which will show 
when the automobile passes how fast it is 
running. If. it is traveling faster than the 
law allows, the driver will be arrested and 
taken before Judge Drake, who expects to 
be a busy man, and who also announces that 
he will impose the penalty without fear or 
favor. 

Fines for the first offense will be $25. For 
the second offense, $50 may be imposed; and 
for the third offens@ a fine of $100 and im- 
prisonment for tem days in jail may be the 
penalty. 

Pleasant Valley is seven miles from Pough- 
keepsie on the main road crossing Dutchess 
county to Massachusetts and Connecticut. 
There is a long covered bridge over Wappin- 
ger creek, which runs through the village, 
and the residents say automobiles have been 
speeding over the bridge until it is no longer 
safe for pedestrians to cross the structure. 
The signal system and constables are to be 
placed on either side of the bridge. 


CAMBODIA’S KING DEPARTS. 


Sisowath Had the “Time of His Life” 
During His Visit to 
Paris.

Transportation World. 


@he long-<ireamed-of project of a direct, 
trunk-line electric railroad between Chicago 
und New York has at last become a reality in 
the form of the Chicago-New York Electric 
Air Line Railroad. Surveys are being made, 
rights-of-way secured and the preliminary 
work is now actually going on. Old railroad 
men can scarcely believe their eyes when they 
‘read of this gigantic undertaking, and the 
officials of existing steam railroads are aghast 
with astonishment. 

When one looks at the map, it is not easy 
to realize, at first thought, why the existing 
railroads reach their great terminal destina- 
tions by routes that wind bewilderingly in 
end out and verge away from all semblance 
of a direct line. The shortest route from 
Chicago to New York over any of the present 
team lines .is 912 miles, while the route of 

' the new electric line is only 750 miles,a saving 
in distance of 160 miles. Over this direct 
route, with no curve or serious grade to check 
their speed, monster electric engines will 
draw palatial trains at an average speed of 
75 miles an hour, reaching New York City in 
@ 10-hour run.

“until now that a group of men, unaffected 
by vested interests and looking ever toward 
progress, came together and launched this 
greatest railroad undertaking the world has 
ever known. 

The stupendous electric project which 
now thrills the industrial world and has 
get the shrewdest railroad giants to won- 
dering, is the outcome of changed condi- 
tions. The traffic between New York and 
Chicago is incomparably the greatest in the 
world; the direct life route presents no ap- 
palling constructional difficulties—no grade 
exceeding one per cent—and yet, not one of 
the great steam railroad magnates ever had 
the slightest notion of building a new road 
over the straight line route. When the ex- 
isting steam railroads were built they were 
conceived almost wholly with the idea of be- 
ing freight carriers, pure and simple. 

Tradition had it that freight was the only 
thing there was any money in, and no thought 
of the special requirements of passenger 
traffic ever entered the promoter’s brain.

Then conditions changed, and the mar- 
vels of electric traction made the traffic- 
dream of yesterday a reality of today, the 
old steam roads, finding it financially impos- 
gible to rebuild their crooked lines, began to 
do some spectacular patchwork. Single tun- 
nels costing a million dollars were bored 
through mountains, and other millions were 
spent in strenuous attempts to get rid of the 
curves. Statisticians have figured thatin the 
case of the Pennsyivania R. R. a sum of 
money closely approximating the original 
cost of the road has been spent in patchwork 
of this kind; and yet, if we glance-at a large 
detailed railroad map it is amazing to see 
how crooked is that great railroad even to- 
day. The-B. & O. is worse yet. 

The Chicago-New York Electric Air Line 
R. R. will not verge in the slightest degree 
from a straight line between its two great 
terminals, except where it curves around the 
lower end of Lake Michigan and to a very 
slight extent in New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania. Its route cuts off 160 miles of the dis- 
tance, and on this long, practically curveless 
stretch monster electric engines like the one 
shown herewith will draw palatial trains at 
75 miles an hour on hourly schedules. The 
lowest passenger rate between Chicago and 
New York will be $10, this surprising price 
béing made possible by the great economy of 
electricity over steam, by the reduced dis- 
tance traversed and by the low construction 

cost. Power houses are to be located 50 miles 
apart over the entire line, sending five thou- 
pand horse power over the third rail to a dis- 
tance of 25 miles each way and utllizing all 
the power all the time, both night and day. 
The road is to be an exclusive passenger car- 

rier at the outset, although ultimately 

freight will be handled. The right-of-way 
provides for four tracks, two for passenger 
traffic and two for freight.

ECOrOMY OF ELECTRIC POWER. 

Electric power has such great economic 
advantages over steam that there can be no 
question that the Chicago-New York line will 
pay. Steam roads cannot keep up a high 
epeed for any great distance. The fire slacks 
down and necessitates raking, the water 
supply becomes a serious problem and the 
high speed soon stops. Electric trains don’t 
have to slack speed for a moment if the 
power is on, and the maintenance of 75 miles 
an hour between New York and Chicago be- 
comes an easy matter. Steam locomotives 
are compelled, at high speed, to burn the best 
of coal, whereas the electric power is gener- 
ated from very low priced coal, even screen- 
ipgs—some of it costing less than 75 cents a 
ton. This of itself is an enormous advantage 
in favor of the electric road, but it doesn’t 
begin to be all. The electric motor, being 
rotary instead of reciprocating, works with 
@ smoothness that means thousands of dol- 
Jars saved in wear and tear from vibration.

The Aurora, Elgin & Chicago R. R. has» 


shown the world the marvelous possibilities 
of long distance electric traction. The story 
of this unique project is a tale of success 
from start to:finish. Fortunes have been 
made by the men who had the courage to 
break away from precedent and do some- 
thing that the railroad world said could’ not 
be done.

There is an absurd popular notion that no 
steam railroad makes any considerable pro- 
fit on its passenger traffic, but the new Chica- 
g0o-New York Electric Road will quickly 
prove that such is not the case, and that by 
special equipping for passenger traffic it can 
be made to pay far more than freight does. 
The reason passenger traffic on the great 
trunk-line steam roads yields no profit to 
speak of is not because there is no money in 
the carrying of passengers, but because the 
roads, having been conceived and built with 
no consideration for passenger requirements 
and with freight the beginning and end of 
the road‘s commercial desires, the two classes 
of tonnage don’t work well together. When 
a “fiyer’’ makes a sensational run under 
present railroad conditions, it often means 
that all freight trains for a distance of one 
hundred miles have to be run onto sidings or 
otherwise shifted out of the danger zone until 
the passenger train gets by. This means an 
almost incalculable loss, a loss that certainly 
does kill all the profit that would otherwise 
accrue. 

Then again, the steam routes being freight 
routes first, last and all the time, have to go 
where the freight is, no matter how many 
serpentine twists and turns divert them from 
the pathway .of directness. Passengers not 
only have to be hauled far and unnecessarily 
out of the way, but are shifted around curves, 
gullies and mountains that forever render an 
extremely high speed out of the question. 
The simple fact, therefore, is that passenger 
traffic will pay and pay well, even if never a 
pound of freight were carried, if the route 
were only a direct one and no delay of fifty- 
car freight trains, some of them with perish- 
able goods, was caused by the high-speed 
trains. 

When a manufacturer ships freight under 
present confitions, a strange process ensues. 
Freight may go over half a dozen roads and 
many miles out of its way before it reaches 
its destination. Most of the roads are mem- 
bers of great freight pools or trusts, which 
operate within certainspheres of influence.’”’ 
Business is divided up, the profits being pro- 
portioned out in accordance with a “factor’’ 
schedule and the freight going over which- 
ever “pool” route the situation demande. 
When a load of freight starts from New 
York for Chicago, by way of, let us say, the 
‘“Erie,’’ no man can predict how many other 
routes than the Erie it will rum over before it 
reaches the end of its journey, and it matters 
not so long as it gets there—somehow—some 
time, But it DOES matter to passengers 
whether or not they have to tolerate such 
beating around the bush.

only two feet to the mile. Fronmi Chicago to 
the Pennsylvania State line the grade does 
not exceed 16 feet per mile, and in the entire 
distance of 750 miles between Chicago and 
New York, no grade on the route surveyed 
exceeds one per cent. No doubt the reader, 
who looks on the map and observes the 
snake-like windings of the existing trunk 
lines, marvels as to why they ever were 
built so crooked, but the reason becomes 
plain enough when it is realized that many 
of the cities from which these roads draw 
their industrial life-blood were located on the 
great rivers which then constituted the only 
highways of transportation. 

None of the great roads of today were 
bullt with any idea of catering to through, 
direct-route passenger traffic from East to 
West, but were merely gatherers-in of local 
traffic from these river-bank cities, with their 
alluring freight tonnage the main object 
sought. Thus it came about that the routes 
of all existing roads were crooked and ram- 
bling, taking the passenger to his destina- 
tion by routes that went round many a 
“Robin Hood’s Barn.”

When the 
steam roads were built the passenger was a 
matter of small consideration compared with

It is well known thata constant thumping on 
any kind of metal tends to make it crystal- 
line, with danger from cracking ever present. 
Everybody knows how a steam locomotive 
jolts and thumps, and it at once becomes 
evident why many railroad accidents occur 
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and this woyld leave net earnings of nine 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars [950,000 
on a section of road only one hundred miles 
long. This would enable the road to pay 
dividends of about 13 per cent on the money 
invested. These figures are startling, of 
course, but are based on facts and on what 
has been done by other electric roads,

Rarely has the San Saba country contributed to 
the spread of the fine arts. Its sons have excélied 
in the soldier graces, in the throw of the lariat, the 
manipulation of the esteemed .45, the intrepidity of the 
one card draw, and the nocturnal stimulation of towns 
from undue lethargy; but, hitherto, it had not been 
famed as a strom@hold of esthetics.

—the typical western sky and the flying clouds, ratin- 
less and feathery. 

Between two plastered pillars in the commodlious 


hallway near the door of the chamber of representa- 
tives stood the painting. Citizens and lawmakers 
passed there by twos and groups and sometimes 


crowds to gaze upon it. Many—perhaps a majority of 
them—had lived the prairie life and recalled easily the 
familiar scene. Old cattlemen stood, reminiscent and 
candidly pleased, chatting with brothers of former 
camps and trails of the days it brought back to mind. 
Art critics were few in the town; and there was heard 
none of that jargon of color, perspective, and feeling 
such as the east loves to use as a curb and a rod to 
the pretensions of the artist. ‘Twas a great picture 
most of them agreed, admiring the gilt frame—larger 
than any they had ever seen.

She has no extravagant tastes 
and no ambition to shine. If her husband was a

This, however, is not being done, nor is 
it possible, and money spent with an insti- 
tution where the chances are so small is 
thrown away foolishly. It is a hazard to 
have your name on their lists, as you are 
looked up, and leaks are bound to occur. 

From the. employer's standpoint the argu- 
ment is advanced that a man who is forced 
to use, or one who will use, the agency is 
lacking somewhere, that almost any branch 
of business will and does offer the field for 
the worker, and that in general the agency is 
a breeder of discontent. Some of the more 
conservative firms will discharge a man if 
it is found that he is in any way connected 
with an agency. 

Pverything considered, the best thing a 
man can do for his own welfare is to leave 
the agencies alone. He will then protect 
himself and often save his employer much 
wrong. Even if he should be placed the 
chances are that for some reason he will 
not hold his position. The men employed 
by the agencies have records tomake. They 
are employed on salaries, and would sell the 
worker's brains much as he would sell canned 
meat to the storekeeper.

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T may seem far fetched to the layman 
to connect in relation of cause and effect 
the little pneumatie tool, pecking away 
in the steel construction of giant city 
buildings, with the eighteen hour trains 

from Chicago to New York and the coming 
four day steamships from New York to 
Liverpool. 

But without the pneumatic riveter the bol- 
lers that make possible the speeds of the 
modern locomotive could not be bulit to 
withstand the steam pressures, whit with- 
out the same industrious small tool neither 
the steamship’s boilers nor its side plates 
could be put into position to the best advan- 
tages of a combined speed and safety. 

Ten years ago a boiler pRessure of 125 to 
150 pounds to the square inch wasconsidered 
the limit. “Today 150 pounds to the square 
inch may be considered a minimum pressure, 
while the maximum is 300 pounds to the inch. 
For years the question of boiler pressure 
depended upon steel quality as well as steel 
thickness. Ten years ago a sheet of boiler 


‘steel seven-sixteenths of an inch thick was 


a big plate. Today a boiler plate is heavy 
when it ranges from ane inch to one and one- 
quarter inches in thickness. 


« * 
Riveting Plates an Inch Thick. 

Not that ten years ago a plate mill could 
not roll an inch thick plate. The difficulty 
was that the boilermaker could not rivet 
boiler plates of that thickness in a manner 
to stand the steam pressures! Just here 
the pneumatic riveting machine came into 
the field and the boilers for the eighteen 
hour locomotive and the four day boat were 
accomplished. 

As a proposition inescapable, the rivet 
driven home in a boiler plate must be driven 
hot. With the increasing ‘thickness of the 
boiler plates, the binding rivets increase in 
diameter until the rivet itself in the heavy 
boiler plate may be 1% inches In diameter.

The old hand 
process called for the rivets passing through 
the two plates from the inside, after which 
the rivet passer held a sledge to the rivet 
head inside while on the outer side with his 
hand hammer the riveter pounded and 
formed the rivet head on the other end of 
the hot bolt. |

Drills Clean and Smooth. 

There are just two divisions of the pneu- 
matic tool as so far developed. One of these 
air driven tools is the hammer, as described; 
the other fs the drill machine principle. And 
in the boiler plates and side plates of the 
steamship this drill motion of the pneumatic 


‘tool is of more service perhaps than is the 


hammer below. 

The punched holes in these plates have to 
be reamed out smooth for the rivets, and 
the pneumatic tool does the reaming; it 
screws the stay bolts of the firebox into 
place and taps them; it drills holes anywhere 
that a man with the old ratchet drill may 
cut them and in a score of places where a 
man with a hand ratchet tool cannot get, it 
drils clean and smooth, and when the boller 
flues are in place the small ies motion 
rolig the flue and turns the rims outward 
and home close to the boiler ends. 

Almost any layman is familiar with the 
work of the ratchet drili as employed by the 
machinist against a plate of steel. Accord- 
ingly, as the size of hole demands, the ratchet 
arm must be lengthened to give leverage 
until In cutting an inch hole it may be neces- 
sary for the driller to swing his arm through 
five yards of space for one turn of the drill. 
With the pneumatic drill the man operating 
it simply holds the drill point steadily to 
the plate, presses the air trigger in the ma- 
chine and the drill spin. through tn a frac-

Life Companies Shun Them. |

AB drivers are a bad life risk for the 
insurance companies. Some of the 
fraternal insurance companies have 
been led by the high mortality of cab- 
men to ask why the death rate among 
the cabmen should be about as large as 
among the structural irom workers, who foi- 
low one of the most hazardous of all occu- 
pations. 

It is not an easy question to answer. Con- 
sidered as a question of moment to the In- 
surance association, the word cabman needs 
to be considered as suggesting the menace 
of an occupation. All things being equal, 
there is nothing in the occupation of the 
cabman, driving a cab for hire, to menace 
health. 

Menace in an occupation is something to 
be considered as existing in that occupation 
and which would not be a menace were the 
person to go to some other line of work In 
the same general environment. No other 
driver of any other vehicle in city traffle be- 
comes a marked risk. In general it is con- 
sidered that any man in out of doors work 
actively has a@ better health prospect than 
does the man who is indoors.

Who Are the Cab Drivers? 

Mere it is that the sociological condition 
makes iteelf an element-in the cab driver 
risk. Cab driving, per se, is not detrimental! 
to health—no one will admit that itis. The 
question becomes, Who are the cab drivers? 

At once the answer is that they are men 
ranked low in the social scale. Not that 
there are not individual exceptions to any 
such rule; it is merely that any man calling

to a cabman in the night streets anticipat

Ad Brought Henry a Job. 

It was May 10, 1856, that the ad was put 
in and it brought him a job with Dilworth & 
Biddle, who handled iron spikes and were 
agents for the Dupont Powder company. He 
began here as office boy and was soon pro- 
moted to the position of bookkeeper. 

Once having reached this height he again 
pegan “looking about.” Over in Duquesne 
burrough, which is now a part of Allegheny, 
was Kloman’s forge and blacksmith shop. By 
walking the two miles from Dilworth & Bid- 
dle’s in lower Allegheny to this place after 
supper and back again at night, he could get 
three or four hours’ bookkeeping to do. It 
was a muddy stretch in the winter and a hot 
cre in the summer, but his happy tempera- 
ment saw pleasure in it because it was along 
the towpath. 

Kloman’s grew and Phipps grew withit, as 
he already had been doing at Dilworth & 
Biddle’s, with the latter of whom he had 
gone into partnership as successor to the 
business. 

In 1861 the Kloman firm became Kloman & 
Phipps. They began to have more business 
tnan could be handled in the Duquesne forge 
and the young men took their earnings and 
built @ small iron mill at Twenty-ninth 
street, Pittsburg. In two years more Andrew 
Carnegie’s brother, Tom, bought a partner- 
ship and joined the firm actively. He and 
Phipps had been friends and companions. 
They were both buflt on lines capable of 
blending and they became ideal partners, as 
was shown in the business that grew and 
prospered beyond all expectations. In a few 
years the Kloman-Phipps concern was 
knoWn as One of the most successful fn the 
country.

Andrew Carnegie Came Into the Firm. 

It was here that Andrew Carnegie came 
in. He had been working on 4 salary 
for the Pennsylvania ratiroad and had 
made money on some small investments. 


Just at this time he had put part of 
his profits in the Cyclops, a rolling 
mill which he was running but which 
from the first he had not been able to make 
profitable. After six months of this he pro- 
posed to his brother and Mr. Phipps that 
they’ should take over the Cyclops and run 
it om the same plan which had made the 
Kloman-Phipps mill so successful, and in 
this way form a union of interests. The 
Cyclops was a good property, but it had 
the handicap of being known as unlucky and 
the young men refused to take it over with- 
out a cash consideration. The result was 
that Carnegie paid them 850,000 to be divided 
among them and not to be used in the busi- 
ness. In return he was to have 40 per cent 
of the stock of the Union Iron mills. which 
was the name of the new combination, each 
of the three other partners holding 20 per 
cent. That circumstances accidentally ar- 
ranged this division is due the fact that 
the prominence of Henry Phipps and Andrew 
Carnegie has since been [n the same pro- 
portion. Under the management of Phipps 
and Thomas Carnegie, even the Cyclops was 
soon made a paying property, and {t was then 
that Henry Phipps went off upon his first 
vacation.

Thousands of men pass through years of 
service without committing a single offense. 
No boy or.man should enlist in the navy 
unless willing to keep his contract with 
the government and serve out his full en- 
listment, or until he is discharged honorably.

Michigan Raises Grape Crop. 


A considerable number of men from the 
big cities have engaged in the grape raising 
industry in Michigan. They have bought 
grape land in the southern end of the lower 
peninsula. The farms run from five to twen- 
ty acres and all of it is set out in grapes. A 
large portion of the acreage is in the neigh- 
borhood of Lawton and Lake Cora. 

Last season 2,500,000 baskets of grapes, 
mostly Concords, were marketed from these 
points. There were 790 car loads of 3,000 
baskets to the car. The average price 


ranged about 12 cents and the enormous sum 
of $300,000 was received by the growers. 
The grape growers have a shipping and 
packing association, and all sales are made 
through the association, which sets the price, 
just as Elgin creamery men fix the price of 
butter. When a grower brings to the shipping 
station his daily picking he is paid in cash and 
he takes it home with him. The vineyards 
are gridironed by the railroad people, who 
run special trains to accommodate the busi-

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AICAGO HAS ITS "LITTLE C 


COUPLES FROM ALL OVER AMERIC. 
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HICAGO has its “little church around the 
corner," where loving couples come from 
all parts of the city and from all over 
the country to be married. It is the little 
Episcopal Church of St. Alban, at the 
corner of Prairie avenue and Forty-fourth 
street, and it has more weddings than 
any other church of its size in the city. 
St. Alban’s is not a Gretna Green for runaway couples, 
but a romantic and sacred spot for those to whom 
marriage is the most solemn thing in life. Its parish 
register not only shows a large number of marriages, 
but in the column where the addresses of the contract- 
ing parties are entered a wide range of residence ap- 
pears, proving that people from far and wide make 
their matrimonial pilgrimages to this beautiful little 
ehurch. 

First of all, St. Alban’s is that rare thing in a large 
city—a “little church’’—at least rare in being little 
and at the same time churchly. This it is both archi- 
tecturally and in its ritual. It also has a restful and 
quiet beauty, with its low gray stone outlines, and the 
trees near it give something of HMnglish suggestion. 
These points have made hundreds of brides remember 
it fondly, when the most eventful moment of their lives 
was impending, as the “dearest littie church in the 


world.”

Soon Learn to Love the Little Church. 


Its priest in charge, the Rev. George W. Knapp, 
has been there Since the church was built, which, with 
the fact that even more than in other Chicago parishes 
the people in this locality go and come and are iden- 
tified with the church for a few months perhaps and 
move away, is seen one of the reasdns for its large 
number of marriages. In that little time—so it is 
thought by ite reeter—because of the fondness which 
most people haye for a small church, they learn to 
love it. At any rate they write back from many parts 
of the city to make arrangements to be married there. 
There also is another large class—the despair df the 
priest at other times—people who turn to him when 
they begin to ink of love and marriage—"* those,” 
as he wil] tell you, “who go to St. Alban’s when they 
Zo anywhere, but who mostly never go at all.” 

This does not prevent the recognition of the 
beauty of St. Alban’s, and many couples who have 
later come to be merried have first known of the little 
piace when they have stumbled on it with sudden 
consciousness while strolling as lovers on the shady 
Prairie avenue walk from Forty-second street to 
Forty-fifth street, “We came here because we thought 
it such a sweet little church for a wedding,” confided 
one pretty bride to the priest’s wife not long ago. 

In lecality as well as in the changing character of 
iis congregation and the transient character of many 
of its marriages, St. Alban’s may be called the “little 
church around the corner” of Chicago. Just away 
from the electric cars on one side and the elevated on 
the other. it is not only around the corner of Forty- 
fourth street, but just removed by one lot from it, and 
is of such low style of architecture and so surrounded 
by trees that, like its famous New York prototype, it 
is not noticed readily.

Had Planned Wedding for Twenty Years. 


One of the marriages this month was that of a 
girl whose sister had been married here ten years 
ago and who came from the other side of the city to 
have her wedding in the same place. Another whose 
husband came for her from California had been plan- 
ning for her wedding for twenty years. Her mother 
had been ill and place bound in Chicago all these years, 
although the lover had wanted to make a new home 
fer her in California. Released from her long service 
by death the bride held her wedding in the little church 
which she had attended alone for the most part of the 
twenty years. 

The parish register makes interesting reading. 
Omaha, Neb.; Huntingdon, Pa.; Little Rock, Ark.; Hum- 
holdt, la.; New York City, St. Louis, Denver, and Detroit 
are frequent occurrences on its pages and in many 
cases the places farthest apart are coupled after the 
name of the bride and groom, neither of them showing 
that they are residents of Chicago. For instance, 
Osborn, Kas... and Cambridge, Mass., are given as the 
homes of one couple Dr. Knapp has married. Delta, 
Golo., and*Buffalo, N. Y., are linked tegether by the 
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name of a transient couple, and another came from 
Sewanee, Tenn., and Oelwein, Ia. 

“How did you happen to hear of St. Alban’'s?” Dr. 
Knapp often has asked. 

“O, I saw it once when I visted here.” or “ We 
used to notice it when we first knew each other.” are 
the evasive answers.

Brides Long Ago Selected This Church for Wedding. 


Of the several weddings which took place there 
in June one was that of a bride who had been in that 
part of the city for q little while a few years ago. 
‘] always thought then that if I was married I would 
like to have the wedding here,” she said, “ although 
when and whom I should marry wae then the last 
thing in my mind.” Remembering this, a gay little 
wedding party drove there the other day from a far 
part of the city. 

Waukegan, itself a eity of marriages, also pays 
its tax to St, Alban’s. Lake Forest has had many 
marriages there, and from another Chicago suburb far 
up on the lake shore there came a letter not long ago 
from people prominent there, but unknown in the St. 
Alban neighborhood. ‘“ We are all right,” it said, “ana 
can satisfy you on that point, but we simply have so 
many people to invite if we are married here that we 
want to come over to you and have it all over before 
anybody knows anything about it.” 

Secret marriages are not uncommon here, but the 
runaway marriage is shut out on account of the strict 
rules as to witnesses enforced by the rector. 

“IT not only require witnesses whom I knew, but 
witnesses who knew beth the contracting parties.”

said Dr. Knapp. “Many people come and ask if Mrs. 
Knapp cannot be a witness, but I never marry couples 
where it is not arranged beforehand.” On account 
of this rule and of the stricter rule which he makes 
about not marrying either party to a divorce, Dr. 
Knapp admita that he turns away even more couples 
than he marries. He does not take the class that want 
to be married “right now.” He also is a strict disci- 
Dlinarian in the matter of never leaving out the word 
“obey.” although this seems to have no terrors for the 
young woman who has taken it into her head to be 
married at St. Alban’s. ;

“In my opinion it can't be left out of the service,” 
said Dr. Knapp, “ because it is part of the service. It 
always has been there and it can’t be left out unless 
arranged for in the rubrics.” 

It is easy to see when looking at the interior of 
St. Alban's why it would appeal especially to the bride 
of artistic tastes who is going to have a little wed- 
ding. A small wedding party makes a compact and 
perfect picture here which would be lost in the wide 
chancel of a great city edifice. The ‘beautiful tall 
brass standing candelabra in front of the altar make 
a reach for the altar rail which is ideal for the mark- 
ing of the aisle by the twining of greens and the white 
ribbons. For the bride who looks to the decorative 
part of her wedding there is no end to tbe coziness of 
the little gathering and no vast chancel in whieh to 
lose effects. And for her to whom the purity of church 
architecture and service means much there is no place 
where it is more perfect and beautiful than at St. 
Alban’s. 
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STEVENSON AND GUIDE IN HUDSON BAY REGION 


HICAGO has more mighty hunters and 
great fishermen than any other city in the 
world. From the arctic shores to the 
tropics Chicago men, armed with rifies 
or rods, lead the hunt the year around. 
Bear and deer, mountain lion, moose, and 
lynx—from Nova Scotia to the gulf of 
California, from the everglades to the 
tundras of Alaska-—-fall victims to the hunters from 
Chicago. 

There are among the residents of the city men 
who count the year lost without a plunge into the fast- 
nesses of the Rockies or into the swamps and bayous 
of the Mississippi or the deep woods of northern Wis- 
consin, Michigan, or Canada. Camps of these Chica- 
goans are found from Hudson's bay to Alaska in sum- 
mer, and when the deer hunting is on they seek the 
uttermost depths of the northern woods. They pene- 
trate the solitudes of the northwest and of Nova Sco- 
tia and Maine seeking moose, and risk their lives after 
and mountain lions.

Break for the Wilds at the First Chance. 


The greatest of Chicago Nimrods, perhaps, is “ Big 
Steve” Stevenson, son of the ‘Wisconsin millionaire 
lumberman, who has shot big game in every part of 
America, and the tales of his prowess and nerve are 
told even ‘by his guides—when he condescends to have 
guides. <A. S. Trude, the lawyer, chafes each year un- 
til the vacation season sets him free to go after big 
game in his camp near the Yellowstone. Comiskey, 
the baseball man; Emerson Hough, Guy V. Wells, 
George Thompson, the railroad man; William Hola- 
bird, the architect; William Kent, and Carter H. Har- 
rison are among the Chicago hunters who, even in the 
rush of business in the city, keep their guns well 
oiled, ready to break for the wilds at the first chance. 

Some of the Chicago sportsmen are patrons of the 
wooded mountain wilds that lie tributary to the Yel- 
lowstone park, in Wyoming, Montana, and Idaho. But 
there are some bear stories in Chicago, out of the ex- 
periences of some of the bear hunters, which have 
about as much to do with not shooting at the creature 
when he has been stalked down as they have to do 
with narrow escapes after a badly placed shot in his 
And not all of these bears have been grizgzhies.

afterward gets checks of assorted sizes for the stories, 
this.story must dismiss him with a paragraph. 

G. V. Wells, known to many of the old hunters 
of big game who have had homes in Chicago, had an 
experience with a cinnamon bear in New Mexico which 
is of the kind to raise the hair of the hunter after he 
has taken a few thought pictures of the scene in 
which he has figured.

Don’t you know. young man, that 
a bear can come up a hill three times as fast as he 
can £0 down? And don’t you know that with his back 
to us, all the bullets in the gun couldn't stop his rush? 
So I didn’t shoot; if I had persisted in not being afraid 
of the bear I should have been afraid of the guide, so 
a shot was all off.”

William Holabird, in Chicago, always has been 
‘onsidered a man not afraid of shooting at a grisaly 
that wasn't looking, but in the woods he has refrained 
several times when the grizsly was down hill and 
failed to show the vital left shoulder shot. 

There are others, too. “Big Steve” Stevenson, 
whose ancestors battled with the giant logs of Wis- 
consin, and who stands about 6 feet 5 inehes in lum- 
berman’s socks, knows just when to shoot a grigsly 
and just when it is far, far better to go back to potted 
at the camp.

Just how formidable Stevenson himeelf is, too, may 


be gathered from an incident-of a hunt a few years 
ago, when the camp outfit was drawn over the moun- 
tains by four bronchos, which didn’t pull well to- 
gether in harness. At one precipitous turn in the trail 
a hind wheel of the army wagon dropped over and 
hung by the axle. The bronchos couldn't—or wouldn't 
—budge the load. Stevenson stepped briskly forward 
and took a strangle hold on the axle just behind the 
hub. 

“Let ‘er go when I holler,” he called to the rest 
of the party. who were lined up with clubs and stones 
set of broncho ribs. “Now!” and as the 
northeast quarter of the wagon rose in the air the 
clubs and stones descended, and the four wheels were 
on the trail again!

ORRIS, and Carson, and I had been planning 


a trip into this country, little realizing 


what difficulties we would encounter, but, 

like most Americans, the addition of ex- 

citing obstacles to our path only whetted 

our appetite for the trip. The story pulled 

our nerves to a great tension, but the 

whole of it seemed too much like a dream 
of primordial days to inspire any feeling of fear in us. 
So, with light hearts, we prepared for the journey. Our 
horses were exchanged for good mules and all baggage 
dispensed with save for the little that could be carried 
in saddle bags. 

The first two days of the trip were uninteresting, 
being occupied in crossing the plateau and preparing 
for the descent into the wilderness beyond. On the 
third day we began to drop down steep slopes, the trail 
winding around many. knobs, crossing rough log bridges 
that tested the animals’ surefootedness to the extreme, 
along edges of cliffs where streams could be seen thou- 
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sands of feet below, and here and there finding a valley 
where perhaps half a mile of almost level country was 
traversed. We were a week going down this slope, and 
during the entire time did not meet a single human 
being. Our food was that which we brought down with 
our guns, a deer and a small cinnamon bear having fallen 
victims to our skill.

Rode Into the Heart of a Native Encampment. 

One day, however, when the descent seemed to be 
over, and the barometer showed our altitude to be 
normal, we rode suddenly into the midst of an encamp- 
ment. Our first warning was a hut in the trees. Four 
tall trees of a species which I did not recognize grew 
close together and in a ‘manner suited to serve as the 
corner posts for a platform. Between these long bam- 
boo canes were placed and the flooring laid on them. 

At our appearance about a hundred mongrel dogs 
flew at us and began barking at the heels of our animals. 
With a view of proving to the villagers that we did not 
care to be disturbed, Carson unstrapped his rifle and 
quickly dispatched as many dogs as there were shells in 
the repeater. It seemed strange to us no one appeared 
to greet or to oppose us, as we had observed several men 
on the far side of the clearing as we rode in. We 
stopped. to water our animals in an acequia in the 
middie of the clearing, and as we did so an old man 
came out of the largest hut and, speaking in Quitchua, 
invited us to enter and remain over night. This unex- 
pected courtesy and good will was a welcome surprise, 
and, as the sky was threatening rain, we were glad 
to have the advantage of a shelter. 

Night fell soon after we entered the village, and 
when we had partaken of a meal of boiled things (I say 
“things” because I have no idea what was in the stew) 
and had been offered small bags of crushed barley and 
parched corn we were invited to join the tribe in a 
religious ceremony. Then came a surprise which fairly 
took our breath. These people informed us that “Jesus 
Cristo” had paid their village a visit many years ago, 
long before even the grandfathers of the village could 
remember, and had left his image for them to worship. 
Thereupon these poor savages proceeded to light candles 
around a poorly made image of Christ, and, lying flat 
on their stomachs, begged it not to send them either 
fire or flood. This done, they arose, blew out the candles. 
and once more put the image in its corner. They knew 
nothing of the Virgin or of the bible, and if they ever 
knew such things it was long forgotten. This one idol 
which was supposed to have once visited them was 
sufficient. 7 .

Men, Women, and Children Were Intoxicated. 


When the religious ceremony was finished, the 
mallorca, a liquor distilled from sugarcane, was pro- 
duced and the whole village proceeded to get “ squiffy.” 
Little naked children were given the pure white liquid 
fire, and the women drank even more than the men. 

By the time the community became sufficiently 
drunk to sleep we were tired out, and ready for rest. 
Seeing that our animals were staked, we returned to the 
hut, placed our saddle bags under our heads and were 
soon dreaming of feather beds away up in civilization. 

The sun was high in the heavens when we awoke 
the following morning, and it was with a somewhat 
shamefaced sense of tardiness that we emerged from 
the hut. Much to our surprise our animals were not 
where we had left them. Searching for the old man who 
had welcomed us we found tracks where the animals had 
been led out of the village and along the trail. Still, 
however, we did not suspect our hosts of robbing us and 
it was not until the old man came in and assured us 
that the animals had been stolen that we realized that 
he had attempted to remove our opportunity for pro- 
gressing on-our journey.

Led by the Guide Into a Dangerous Quagmire. 


Without further talk Carson placed his revolver 
in the old man’s stomach and gave him just three sec- 
onds in which to remember who removed the mules, 
and to what point they were taken. The old man 
was too frightened to make an outcry. and quickly 
led the way over a concealed trail into the wild- 
erness. -In a few moments he began leaping from ane 
fallen log to another, and before we had opportunity to 
do likewise we found ourselves in the mire.

This was too much for our patience, and with flow 
of words not printable, we fired a volley of shot at the 
retreating forms. One of the men fell and the other 
dropped his burden and fied. Leaving Morris to hold 
the mules and watch the old man Carson and I hurried 
across the open and recovered our property. The fallen 
native was dead, two balls having passed through his 
body. 

Nothing further befell us until the afternoon of the 
next day, when, wishing to reach a clearing before night, 
we again urged our animals into a gallop. We were 
flying along at a high pace between a growth of dense 
underbrush, when suddenly my animal leaped into the 
air as if to clear an obstacle, and at the same time Car- 
son and Morris both went sprawling on the ground, their 
animals also falling.

Warriors Were Armed with Terrible Blow Guns. 


Pulling up as quickly as possible, I discovered that 
my companions were uninjured, and that the mules were 
on their feet. Some one had stretched a finely woven 
cord across the trail, low enough to be unnoticed on ac- 
count of the high grass, and strong enough to throw 
both animals that struck it. We scarcely had recovered 
ourselves when about twenty warriors entered the trail 
just in front of us, all armed with the terrible blow- 
guns. There was no time to pull guns, nor was there 
any need, for the men did not make any unfriendly dem- 
onstration. The tallest man in the group came forward 
and addressed us in Quitchua, and seemed surprised 
when we replied in the same languaye. We were in- 
formed that we were in the territory of a tribe with an 
unpronounceable and unspellable name, and were in- 
vited to visit the village. Judging from their appear- 
ance, and from the fact that they held the right of way, 
their invitation in reality was a command, and we gave 
our assent without showing any of the reluctance which 
we really felt. 

The village was a much better looking place than 
the one we had last left, the huts being of a mud re- 
sembling the usual, adobe, and arranged in order in a 
more civilized fashion. The men were better built 
and dressed better while the women were kept entirely 
out of sight. Dogs were not to be seen anywhere, and 
the only children that we saw were inside of an in- 
closure. On the whole it appeared to be an orderly sort 
of a place.

Ate Bugs, Lizards, and Perhaps a Snake. 


We were conducted to a dwelling and discovered tnut 
it was decorated gorgeously on the inside, a peculiar 
sort of a tapestry of woven grass and fiber covering 
the wall, and vessels, made apparently of beaten 
gold and set with precious stones, crudely polished. 
decorating the fireplace. Here we were served a meal 
consisting of palatabie dishes, which we discovered 
afterwards were made of various bugs properly baked 
and prepared.

We suggested 
several times during the morning that we desired to 
move on, and it was not until well along toward night 
that we realized that, if not prisoners, we were at least 
jealously guarded guests. We still had our rifles and 
revolvers, but such weapons did not inspire much con- 
fidence when we felt that one of those deadly blow- 
guns constantly was trained on us from some unseen 
point of vantage. The position was uncomfortable. to 
Say the least. 

In order that we might not be suspicioned, we de- 
cided to appear satisfied, and to remain among these 
people for several days. On the second day, in the 
course of.our conversation, we discovered that we nar-

rowly had escaped becoming lost in a wilderness of 
which we knew absolutely nothing. 

Instead of turning south and following the base of 
the Cordilleras after crossing the divide we had kept on 
straight toward the east. This explained the fact that 
we had missed some of the tribes that had been described 
to us, and we decided to turn south and begin our jour- 
ney in that direction as soon as we could break away. 

On the third evening our opportunity arrived appar- 
ently, and while the tribe was in council we slipped out, 
saddled the animals and set off at speed, only to encoun- 
ter another stretched cord, which sent Morris and I 
sprawling in the dust. At this moment it seemed as 
though a thousand arrows flew past us, although it was 
too dark to see anything of the kind. Without waiting 
for further developments we fired several volleys at the 
unseen assailants, and once more mounting continued 
on our way at speed. 

We rode all night, and when morning broke were 
miles away from the village. We then discovered that 
our escape had been even narrower than we had realized, 
for in Carson’s saddle bags an arrow was Sticking, one 
of the poisoned kind which they use in the blowguns. 
With one always keeping watch, we took a good rest, 
and did not again take up the trail until shortly after 
noon.

Found Race of Cave Dwellers in a Ravine. 

For five days we traveled on without meeting a 
human being, and on the’ sixth rode into a peculiar sort 
of a ravine occupied by a race much resembling the 
cave dwellers. These people were harmless and offered 
us neither resistance nor aid, permitting us to take 
what we pleased, and give what we pleased. One young 
chap, apparently not yet beyond his teens, came run- 
ning after us when we left the village, and offered us 
his services as a guide, and we took him. And it was 
probably fortunate that we did, for we had now reached 
the base of the Cordilleras again, and surely would 
have become lost in the maze of trails. Our guide as- 
sured us that we would be both eaten and preserved 
in the next village, which did not seem possible to us, so 
on we went. 

Contrary to the guide’s expectations, we were well 
received, when, after another three days’ travel, we ar- 
rived at the village of the picklers. The guide, how- 
ever, did not enter with us, hurrying off on the trail to- 
ward his own village when we met the first man from 
the new town. This fellow seemed uncertain as-to what 
course to pursue, but finally, without saying a word, 
turned toward the village and set the pace. By night- 
fall we arrived at the destination, and entered just as a 
huge fire was being built in the center of an opening 
much resembling the plaza of a Spanish city. We 
were received by about a dozen men who conducted us 
to a large adobe building, with a courtyard resembling 
those of the cities of the plateau. 

We constantly were watched, and even during the 
night some one was spying. When alone, however, we 
conversed in English, and if there were any eavesdrop- 
pers they gained no satisfaction. For a week the farce 
kept up in the same way, and then things began to de- 
velop.

“ Basrine.” or a sort of temple of worship. "his temple 
was a dome shaped building of adobe, gorgeously deco- 
rated on the inside, holding an altar at one end and 
a row of carved wood pedestals bearing candles around 
the other three sides. In front of the altar was a

The head man or chieftain of the village mounted 
the platform behind the altar.

Before he brought his address to a close there 
was a commotion in the rear of the room, and, turning to 
observe the cause, we saw that the young women, our 
prospective brides, were weeping and wailing and 
tearing each other’s hair, and we suddenly came to the 
realization that they were jealous, scrapping over the 
choice ?s to which should have the privilege of marry- 
ing the gringoes. This was settled, however, by an 
vrder from the high priest, at which several young men

The old man motioned for us to come forward, and 
we did so, lining up in front of him in company with 
the brides.

ROOSEVELT’ VISIT 


President’s Trip to Canal to 
Mark Beginning of Work 
at. Full Blast. 


DIRT FLYING IN EARNEST. 


Gen. Hains Returns from Isthmus | 


with Glowing Reports 
of Progress. 


Washington, D. Cc, suey BH 
Generai Peter C. Hains, member of the isth- 
mian canal commission, who has just re- 
turned from Panama, said today that the 
builders of the canal are already awaiting 
with great interest the proposed visit of 
President Roosevelt to the canal zone. It 
will mark the expansion of work to fuli biast, 
he said, and will produce an excellent effect 
throughout. 

On his tour of inspection through the zone 
Gen. Hains was gratified with the wonderful 
advance made in sanitation, in providing 
adequate water supply for the city of Pan- 
ama, and in the rapid extension of facilities 
for the housing and comfort of the govern- 
ment employés. 

“I practically did not see a mosquito on 
the isthmus during the whole of my stay,” 
he deciared. ‘ Yellow fever has been exter- 
minate@d through the work of Col. Gorgas, 
who ie still in charge. 


Water System Appreciated. 

“ In the city of Panama water sold for some- 
thing like 5 cents a jug in the old days, being 
carted down on mule back and being of in- 
ferior quality. Now the inhabitants are pro- 
vided with an abundant supply free from the 
government hydrants, while the houses of the 
well to do are being equipped with bathtubs 
afd other conveniences previously impossi- 
ble. The advantages of the new system are 
appreciated by the people. 

“ Some government employés are still liv- 
ing in the citles because of the insufficiency 
of the housing accommodations for them on 


the zone, but the commission ts rapidly pro- 


viding bulidings for their use. A large hotel 
ig being built by the United States govern- 
ment outside the city of Panama for the ex- 
@lusive use of its émployés. Many already 
live in houses furnished them in the zone. 

“The government eating houses provide 
exeellent and gradually improving service 
at low rates—30 cents a meal.” 

Workmen’s Meals Are Good. 

Gen. Hains said that he had eaten a meal of 
the kind provided for the ordinary laborers, . 
and found it good. More work has hitherto 
been doné at Panama because that city was 
much larger—about 20,000—and strategic to 
the whole work, but Colon is not being 
neglected. The outbreak of smallpox there 
will be summarily dealt with. The sanitary 
work on the isthmus will require continued 
vigilance to prevent a relapse to former dan- 


gers. 

* The dirt is going out,”’ said Gen. Hains. 
** At Culebra nineteen shovels of the proposed 
fifty or sixty are already at work. The dirt 
is going out fast and in increasing volume. 
That part of the enterprise will be carried out 
on schedule time, together with all other 
parts.” | 


DISREGARD OF WEDDING VOW 
CAUSES DISHONESTY—GIBBONS 


Cardinal Blames Corporate Greed to 
Lack of Morals Among Business Men 
—Cites Thaw-White Killing. 


New York, July 21.—{Special.}—Cardinai 
' Gibbons, who is spending a short vacation 
at Southampton, L. 1., is positive that cor- 
porate greed and reprehensible practices in 
business can be remedied by awakening the 
public conscience to a need for morality in 
the domestic relations and for religious train- 
ing of children at home. With him at South- 
ampton, where he is being entertained by 
the Rev. Father O'Hara at St. Andrew's rec- 
tory. are Bishop Foley of Detroit, and the 
Rev. Father Duffy of Brooklyn. 

Corporate conscience, in the estimation of 
the cardinal, is negative, in that it has les- 
sened responsibility and increased and mag- 
nified excuses. 

Though a rudimentary moral sense would 
stay a man from stealing a neighbor's prop- 
erty, the moral sense must be educated and 
developed to enable a man to see sin and 
crime in the reprehensible acts of a corpora- 
tion. 


Must Train Young Religiously. 

The religious education of the young, said 
Cardinal Gibbons, is the principal obligation 
of the family. 

-Though great awakenings might come 
without it, the public conscience must be- 
come keenly alert, as relapses would recur 
frequently because of lack of suitable educa- 
tion and foundation. He cited the Thaw case 


as an example, saying that Thaw and White, | 


together with many Pittsburg men who re- 
cently have appeared in scandals, all are 
mafried. Not marriage alone, but recogni- 
tion. of the marriage relation must cure this 
sort of social evil, 

The great crimes and scandals of the pres- 
ent could be traced directly to a lack of sanc- 
tity in the family relations, he said. Religious 
training, he was convinced, led to a great de- 
crease in suicides. 


Exposure Kills Corruption. 

The cardinal also said: 

* Commercial corruption, political corrup- 
tien, corruption that exists in the government 
iteelf cannot survive exposure. The modern 
seekers after wealth will sacrifice everything 
rather than be known for what they are. 

“The money craze with the corruption it 
has developed in this countrv is to mea 
lesser evil than the great increase of divorces. 
It is not too much to expect of a woman that 
she should refuse to extend an invitation to 
a divorced woman or to accept one from a 
hostess who has been divorced. 

* From developments of the last few years 
it. is impossible to draw any other conclu- 
sion than that the moral sentiment of the 
great mass of the people has been weakened 
or entirely broken down. 
an unearned dollar has wrecked finer in- 
stincts, which should have been depended 
on to hold in check the impulse toward ac- 
tual dishonesty.”’ :

Territory Points Preparing te Try 
Out Amendments to Interstate Com- 
meree Statute by Secking Justice in 
Markets Where Eastern Cities Are 


Greatly Favored. 


Arrangements are being perfected for a 
complete test of the new interstate commerce 
law as soon as it goes into effect. This test 
will be made by the Receivers and Shippers’ 
association of Cincinnati, aided by the traffic 
committee of the Chicago Commercial agso- 
ciation, early in September. ) 

It is significant and peculiar that the cages 
which has been chosen to make thie test is 
that against the combinations of southeast- 
ern railroads, which discriminate in the rates 
on manufactured articles in favor of the 
shippers of the eastern Atlantic states and 
against those of the middle weet. 


Will Test Famous Case. 

This is the case “vhich proved the inef- 
fectiveness of the old interstate commerce 
law, when, after reviewing it, the Supreme 
court of the United States held that: 

“Congress has not conferred upon the 
interstate commerce commission the legie- 
lative power of prescribing rates either max- 
imum. or minimum or absolute, and as it did 
not give the express power to the commis- 
sion, it did not intend to secure the same 
result, - Indirectly. by empowering that 
tribunal to Getermine what in reference to the 
past was reasonable or just, whether as 
maximum, minimum, or absolute, and then 
enable it to obtain from the courts a per- 
emptory order that In the future the railroad 
companies should follow the rates thus de- 
termined to have been In the past reason- 
able and just.”’ 

Since that decision in 1807 the ratiroad 
companies controlling the southern territory 
continued in effect the same discriminations 
complained of, and that decision marked the 
end of any attempts on the part of the com- 
mission to enforce its rulings in regard to 
the reasonableness of relative rates. This 
case has been chosen as the test of the new 
law because these discriminations still exist, 
still menace the trade from the middle west, 
and the question offers the widest scope for 
determining the value of the new law. 


Prepare at Once for Test. 

No sooner had congress enacted the Hep- 
burn bill than the Receivers and Shippers’ 
association of Cincinnati began preparations 
to take this case before the interstate com- 
merce commission. The action was stimu- 
lated by the advice of President Roosevelt 
and Attorney General Moody, whose atten- 
tions previously had been called to the dis- 
criminations of the southeastern roads and 
their alleged violation of the anti-trust law. 

Months ago President Roosevelt was peti- 
tioned by the shippers of Cincinnati to enjoin 
the roads from continuing in their ‘trust 
agreement. But after conferring with At- 
torney Moody he decided not to interfere at 
that time, but to wait until the new law, 
which was pending, should be nassed, and 
then to make this the test case before the 
commission. This, therefore, will be the ad- 
ministration's test of the validity of the new 
law so far as the main essentials are con- 
cerned. 

; Opponents in the Fight. 

The complainants before the Interstate 
Commerce commission in the original cage 
were the freight bureau of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce and the Chicago 
freight bureau. The three railroad systems 
that are particularly complained of now are 
the Southern Railway, the Atlantic Coast 


line, and the Louisville and Nashville, which 


last is controlled by the Coast line. 

It is said that these systems have corraled 
every railroad in the south. They control and 
operate parallel roads which were bullt.for 
and should be competing lines. The South- 
eastern Freight association, which is com- 
plained of as the rate fixing body, embraces 
the railway and the competing steambcat 
lines as well. 

The general ground of complaint is that the 
rates of freight established from the eastern 
seaboard, from Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, and contiguous territory to the 
southern territory—namely: Knoxville, Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., Rome and Atlanta, Ga., Bir- 
mingham, Anniston, and Selma, Ala., Meri- 
Gian. Miss., and contiguous territory, were 
unjustly discriminatory in favor of the mer- 
chants located in the eastern seaboard terri- 
tory, a3 against those located in central ter- 
ritory, that is, Cincinnati, Louisville, Indian- 
apolis, Evansville, Chicago, Cairo, St. Louis, 


etc. 
* High Rates from the West. 

The burden of the complaint is against the 
relation which exists between the current 
rates of freight on manufactured articles 
and merchandise from the eastern territory 
te the southern territory and the rates ex- 
acted? upon like commodities when shipped 
from central territory to the south. It also 
is complained that the general conetruction 
of the tariffs is unfair, as the rates charged 
for the transportation of commodities clas- 
sified under the numbered classes bear a 
much higher percentage relation to the rates 
from New York than do the rates on com- 
mocities enumerated under the letter classes, 
food products, and similar heavy traffic, 

It is alleged that this improper relation 
between the rates has the effect of restrain- 
ing and impeding the growth of productive 
industries in central territory to the profit 
of similar industries in eastern territory. 

In other words, it is claimed and so shown 
by copies of the proceedings of the South- 
ern Freight association and of the South- 
eastern Mississippi Valley association, which 
have been obtained, that the railroad and 
steamship lines comprised in these associa- 
tions deliberately have set out to keep the 
manufacturers of the central territory from 
competing with the manufacturers of the 
east in the southern trade. 


Excuse of the Railroads. 

The excuse made by the rallroads is that, 
inasmuch as the west is the food producing 
country, the roads leading to the south from 
central territory always will have a heavy 


| traffic in food products, but if they also have 


their share of the merchandise traffic into 
this territory it will take too much away 
from the traffic of the lines leading from the 
eastern seaboard territory. ‘They have 
formed this combination deliberately to 
maintain their own balance of traffic, and 
have taken upon themselves the power to 
make or unmake the industries of certain lo- 
calities. 

As an indication of what this disparity 
the distance from Chicago to Meridian, Mass., 
ig 723 miles, and from Boston and New York 
respectively 1,355 and: 1,142 miles, the rate 
from Chicago is $1.34 a hundred pounds, and 
from Boston and New York $1.24. There- 
fore the shipper of a carload of goods from 
Boston or New York to Meridan would pay 
$25 less than a shipper of a like car from 
Chicago, notwithstanding the relative prox- 
imity of the latter city to the common point 
of destination. These statements of discrim- 
tinations could be multiplied almost beyond 
number.

JOHN B. CASTLE ATTACKED IN 
IMAGINARY EXAMINATION. 


Pamphiet Issued by the Anti-Saloon 
League Detailing His Record in the 
Last General Assembly and Blam- 
ing Him for Defeat of Bill Advo- 
cated by the Organization as Well 
as of Other Legisiation — Second 
Member to Be Assailed. 


Representative John B. Castle, chairman 
of the judiciary committee of the last legis- 
lature, came in for a grilling yesterday—the 
gecond mamber of the Illinois general assem- 
bly to receive attention in twenty-four hours. 
Mr. Castle, who lives in De Kalb ccunty, 
came to his at the hands of the Anti-Saloon 
league, which is opening up a fight on mem- 
bers of the last legislature who were hostile 


to the local option bill. 

Mr. Castle, against whom the league has 
put up George M. Tindall as candidate for the 
house. is attacked on a variety of isstes, 
especially for his acts on the resoluticn pro- 
posing an investigation of the Dlinois Cen- 
tral, the loan shark bill, the fellow servant 
bill, the bill providing for the health and 
safety of persons employed in mines, the age 
of consent bill, and the local option bill. 

To carry ite attack against the representa- 
tive the league has issued a pamphiet of forty 
pages dealing exclusively with Mr. Castle's 
record on these bills. The attack is put ia 
the form of an imaginary cross examination, 
with Mr. Castle on the witness stand. The 
document is issued by J. F. Burke, who rep- 
resented the league in legislative work as its 
attorney. 


Loan Shark Bill. 

‘With reference to the loan shark bill the 
pamphlet states, by way of explanation of 
its cross examination of Mr. Castle: 

“ There has been in the city of Chicago and 
possibly in other large cities an increasing 
evil known as the ‘loam shark evil.” Young 
men and young women on small salaries, 
driven to extremes for money, have been 
taken advantage of by thege sharks. These 
loan sharks advance small amounts of money 
to the unfortunate borrower under a contract 
which gives the loan shark a lien on the bor- 
rower’s future salary. The contract consists 
of ah agreement to pay back a fixed rate of 
interest which practically, in many cases, 
amounts to stealing. This evil has grown to 
such proportions that many of the leading 
men in. Chicago became interested and be- 
sought the different representatives to in- 
troduce legislation to kill it. Theloan sharks 
sent a representative to fight the bill and Mr. 
Castle worked for the loan sharks.’’ 


He “Refuses to Answer.” 

The tmaginary cross examination of Mr. 
Castle on this subject proceeds in this wise: 

Q.—Is it not a fact that this bill came from 
your committee finally and wae forced on the 
floor of the house; that you refused to call 
it up?

“‘ Across the street in that bank,’’ was the 
reply, “a board of directors sat all last night 
to devise a way to save the institution from 
wreck. But, as you sée, a notice of sus- 
pension is posted om the closed door this 
morning.’’ 

When “ Men and Women ’* was produced 
its strong third act, the lor which saved 
the play, was an all night meeting of an 
imperiled bank's directors. The defaulting 
washier was the governor's daughter's lover, 
to save whom she induced her father to lend 
a half million to the bank. I fancy this is 
the only play that David Belasco ever began 
without seeing the way clear to the end.

Two dummies, Drangza and Jackie, by seem- 
ing to talk im roof gardens, have set their 
audiences to talking about them. Jackie 
is a ventriloquist’s figure, dressed like a 
British sailor, and with a flexible face that 
frowns and grins. But he doesn’t take at- 
tention away from the Arthur Prince who 
operates him. Prince is too beautiful in a 
fashionably approved style to be disregard- 
ed. He is the ideal London young gentle- 
man, with an ease of manner that stops but 
a little short of insolence, and a broad Eng- 
lish accent that is saved narrowly from 
cockney by his respect for aitches, I guess— 
beg pardon, I mean that I fancy—the tale 
ig true that hé was an actor of beaus on 
the London stage before he discovered and 
cultivated a nt In ventriloquism. 

American v oquists have made no ad- 
vance since the e of Wyman the Wizard; 
they still seat a negro on one knee, an Irish- 
man on the other, and after making them 
quarrel awhile thrust them into a closet to 
wrangle same more. Thgn a rustic man and 
woman are worked forfrernout wit and hu- 
mor, and all of it is crude with bad grammar 
and worse manners. But Prince is far too 
exquisite for anything like that. He wears 
with unconscious grace the white fatigue 
uniform of a naval lieutenant and looks, O, 
so pretty that the girls gaze at him with 
hungry eyes, as though he were all caramel. 
He is their sudden, summer stage darling. 

As to Prince’s skill, or gift, of speaking 
with no motion of his lips, nor the slightest 
quiver of his throat, while he lazily smokes 
a cigar and drinks a glass of ale, it is won- 
derful. He has a long dialogue with Jackie 
about the duties of a sailor, and its fun is 
almost American. Even those letters which 
eall for action of the lips, and which ordi- 
nary ventriloquists avoid ag much as pos- 
sible by using few words in which they are 
sounded, he pronounces plainly without a 
perceptible stir. 

Am I writing what you already know when 
I contradict the common belief that ven- 
triloquists can *‘ throw "their voices? Press 
agents tell of these vocal tricksters, in the 
midst of crowds, ‘“‘throwing" words here 
and there, away from themselves in any di- 
rection they choose, and thereby confusing 
and perplexing their hearers. Nosuch thing 
is possible. The ventriloquist must be re- 
moved from his audience. When he desires 
to create an illusion of distance he simply 
muffies his tones, and by gestpres indicates 
the direction. His man going to the roof 
precisely is like his man going to the cellar, 
except that he looks and points upward for 
the one and downward for the other.

The mystery of Dranza, “the talking 
head,’”’ can be solved without a headache; 
yet most folks like to regard such puzzles 
as inexplicable. A waxen. bust of Shak- 
speare is set on a box about four feet high 
by two through, and the front is opened to 
show an interior filled with wheeis, springs, 
levers, and pipes. Then it is shut and ques- 
tions are invited from the audience. Replies 
come from the head in a singsong voice, de- 
void of accent and inflection. Is there a pho- 
nograph inside? The replies are impromptu. 


Does a speaking tube connect with someone. 


behind the scene? The box is on rollers, giy- 
ing a clear view underneath, and it is moved 
to different parts of the stage. Is the ex- 
hibiter a ventriloquist? He stuffs a hand- 
kerchief in his mouth and the head talks just 
the same. Is it worked by wireless teleg- 
raphy connecting with some marvelous 
mechanism in the box? That is the impres- 
sion sought to be made, for a second man op- 
erates a keyboard ata distance. 

“ Of course, there can't be a Hve man, or 
even a dwarf, concealedin the box, for didn’t 
we see it was chockful of machinery?” says 
the willingly baffled observer. 

To solve such devices use common sense. 
No fluent, automatic speaker has ever yet 
been invented. The dolls that say *“* Mam- 
ma’ with a slurred M and “ Papa” with 
no P at all, are the utmost that ingenuity 
has accomplished. Besides, Dranza has a 
human brain to comprehend questions and 
make intelligent replies. Therefore, the ut- 
terances are those of a person within the 
structure. 

“Then why isn’t he exposed when the 
front is opened?’ the credulougs one asks. 

At that time he lay e¢urled at the bottom 
of the box, in a small but sufficient space be- 
low the section opened to view. Haven't you 
seen East India fakirs pack thenfselves in 
baskets seemingly too little to holdthem, and 
still leave room for the thrusting in of 
swords? When the door of Dranza is closed 
the maze of mock mechanism is collapsed 
into corners of the box, the hidden operator 
rises to his knees, and thrusts his head into 
that of Shakspeare—whose Elizabethan ruff 
enlarges his neck for that purpose—and he 
is ready to make the head talk. Dranza 
merely is a modification of the Chess Player, 
which has been familiar ever since Edgar 
Allan Poe wrote so analytically about the 
first one. The trick of the collapsible clock- 
work, to provide room for the inmate, is just 
the same; but instead of being an accom- 
plished chess player, he has simply had to 
acquire an automatic manner of speech. 


Stage “Realism” 
Is Not Like Life. 


By Henry Woodruff. 


Stage “ realism "—«o-called—is only an- 
other word for exaggeration. We read, we 
hear, and some of us sometimes go and see 
the realism that is advertised at its acme, but 
we only see the grossest exaggeration, and, 
nowadays, the only people who claim to be 
absolutely “ realistic ” In thought, and word, 
and deed upon the stage are the makers and 
players of melodrama of the cheaper variety. 
Those who pay 10 cents for their ‘* dram- 
mer ’’ get a heap more “ realism "’ than those 
who pay $1.50. 

There is no such thing as natural acting. 
It is impossible, and would seem absurd to 
play scenes upon the stage ase they are 
‘played ”’ in real life. If one did, the idea 
simply would not get over the footlights. 
Certainly it never would penetrate to the 
back rows of the orchestra, and you have to 
give the man who pays his dollar just as 
much as the man who pays his dollar and a 
half, or buys a gallery seat and pays 50 cents. 

By way of illustrating my point—take the 
case of a man who just hears that a beloved 
relative is dead. The announcement is made. 
The death has been sudden. The grief is 
overwhelming, and you almost are dum- 
founded. Then the thought comes that it 
may not, it cannot, perhaps, be true. You 
may say “ Can it be true?” “Are you sure?” 
“Is it possible?” or anything of that sort. 

Actually, you would speak the sentences 
almost in a whisper, but on the stage that 
never would do, for the theatergoer would 
not hear the words. You make the sentences 
crisp, emphatic, and, in order to convey the 
impression that you are shocked, you further 
emphasize your speeches with gesticulations 
that no one would think of using in real life,

attend the theater mostly for study and ob- 
servation; ali form of classic and standard 
drama presents this opportunity. The ques- 
tion of study covers also the one of pleasure; 
because in theatergoing diversion ensues 
only when the mind is stimuiated—new 
thoughts inspired. Personally I should get 
more enjoyment out of well played tragedy 
or serious drama, because in these works the 
literary excellence and scholarly dramatic 
construction Hft you into a better and ideal- 
istic atmosphere.

ESSENCE OF BEEF.—Lean beef, chopped

wHERE are little, cool, ready made dress- 

es in chambray and lawn sold under 

the name of shirt waist suits, in which 

there are good shades and patterns not 

seen at all by the prowler among costly 

linen outfits. Some of these Httle dresses, by 

the addition of good collar and undersleeve 

touches, make the prettiest of office outfits, 

and they are to be had now for $3 or $4a dress, 
and really well made. 

Most of the more substantial ones are in 
chambray, and this is where the advantage 
comes in, for, besides not messing so easily 
as linen, chambray is not half so tricky about 
fading. Best of all, it comes in some dark 
colors that are not yet easily procurable 
among linens.

One beautiful dress was evolved this sum- 
mer with gray linen skirt, made with plain 
nuns’ folds and blouse of gray linen lace.
